The War Investigating Commission 
Hears Adjutant General Corbin 
Discuss Conditions of the 
Army and the 
Camps.

Washington, Detember 22.—(Special.)—Un- 
less the commissary general of the army 
changes his mind, the testimony of General 
Miles concerning ‘embalmed beef’ 
other bad supplies will probably lead to a 
sensational courtmartial. 

It is the purpose of General Eagan, as 
confided to some of his friends today. to 
demand that he be allowed to testify before 
the investigation commission jn rebuttal 
of the testimony given by General Miles, 
and he intends to state, in so many words, 
that in certain portions of his testimony, 
the commanding feneral of the army 


stated what he knew to be untrue. While 
he may not use the word “lie,’’ General 
Eagan will convey tha@same meaning in 
other words, and he will make it just as 
strong as he knows how. 

It is the purpose of the commissary gen- 

eral, as outlined to those in his confi- 
dence, to make his declarations so clear 
and unmistakable that a direct issue will 
be joined. He believes fhat when his own 
testimony, given under oath, is brought to 
the attention of the war department of- 
ficials, they will be compelled to order a 
courtmartial of General Miles under the 
charge of conduct preju@icial to the good 
of the army, the extreme penalty of which 
is discharge from the army. 
. General Eagan is full of fight today. He 
talks as is if he meant business, and if he 
does, as he says he is going to do, we may 
yet have sensationa] developments from 
these army scandals which have to so great 
an extent died out. 

Adjutant General Corbin was the’ first 
witness before the commission today, and 
Was rigidly questioned regarding the se- 
ection of Camp Alger, Va. He testified 
that the removal of Camp Alger was dic- 
tated by the secretary-of war himself, and 
Uhat its original establishment was. ree- 
ommended by Captain Seaburn, of General 
Miles’s staff, He, General Corbin, had said, 
&t the time, it could not be a good camp 
sec because there was not sufficient 
ange for rifle practice. He had understood 
from the secretary of war that General 

jiles had something to do with its gselec- 
tion. 

D'd Genera] Miles protest or do anything 
tgainst the selection of the camp?” he 
Was asked. 

“Not. to my knowledge,” was the answer. 

General Corbin added that he did not 
know the reasons for “@iscontinuance of 
the camp. Asked when he first seriously 
apprehended there would be hostilities, 
General Corbin said he might say he did 
20t seriously contemplate war until it was 
a fact, for he had hoped to the last mo- 
Ment that it would be averted. On April 
(0th, the army, for one of its size, was we!l 
tquipped and thoroughly supplied. There 
ever was an army, he said, better equip- 
bed, better clothed, better fed or with a 
better morale than our regular army at 
fhat time. -He said prior to the war there 
had been no complaints of refrigerated or 
tanned beef, and that they were used by 
lhe armies of the world and in commerce. 
{t was no new experiment. 

“Seriously speaking,’’ said the, “I do not 
Link the war department contemplated 
far until it Was declared by congress and 
ppropriations were available.

He said 
he knew of no contracts during the war 
that were influenced by anything that was 
not entirely honest and fair to the gov- 
ernment, and that there was no instance of 
favoritism in making appointments.

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MAJOR RUSSELL HARRISON REP-

Orders Are Issued To Supply the 
Starving in Cuba with 
Food. 


Havana, December ‘:2.—Major Russe 1 Har- 
rison, the provost marshal, who on Tuesday 
raised the stars and stripes over Fort 
Atares without orders and in contravention 
of the promise of the United States evacu- 
ation commissioners that no American flags 
should be raised in Havana or its suburbs 
until January Ist, was today formally rep- 
rimanded by Major General Lee and in- 
structed to lower the flag. Lieutenant Lee 
reported a few hours later to headquarters 
that the flag had been lowered. 

Nevertheless, at the hour of filing this 
dispatch, 4:30 p. m., it is stil] flying on a 
tall staff over the famous fort, plainly visi- 
ble from the harbor and city. 

Major General Lee, having received a ca- 
ble dispatch from General Alger saying that 


the secretary of war understood there were 


thousands of persons starving in Havana 
and directing him to feed them ‘without 
delay,’’ immediately ordered Lieutenant 
Colonel Wood to distribute rations and to 
make systematic efforts to feed the help- 
less, carefully avoiding waste. There are 
hundreds in Havana today who, though not 
actually starving, are in a deplorable state 
of weakness and difease, the effects of the 
cruel reconcentrado policy. They need hos- 
pital treatment which is not always avail- 
able. Much of the wretchedness is due to 
the neglected condition of the tenements. 
Every day or so the relief distributor® come 
upon dead bodies terribly emaciated. 

The Cuban general, Raotu!] Arango, with 
600 horsemen, paraded in Jesus de} Monte 
today and then marched out again to camp. 

The United States transport Minnewaska, 
which left Savannah for Cuba on December 
19th with the Forty-ninth Iowa regiment, 
arrived here this afternoon. Today the Span- 
ish transports Ciudad de Cadiz and Neus- 
tria sailed for Spain, the former with 1,286

GOLD OUTPUT SHOWS INCREASE. 


South Africa Produces More Yellow 
Metal Than Our Western States. 
Washington, December 22.—Consul Mac- 
rum, from Pretoria-sends to the state de- 
partment a report of gold output of the 
scuth African sfepublic in which he. says 
that the October report. shows that the 
number of mills and the total of stamps is 

rapidly increasing. 

It is expected, he says, .nat the output of 
the Transvaal next year will exceed that 
of the combined mines of Colorado, Dakota, 
California, Montana and Alaska, although 
it fell short oi that last year. 


A BIRD PREVENTS BAD WRECK. 


Rail Tied Across the Track Intended 
To Derail Fast Train. 

Austin, Tex., December 22.—The north- 
bound passenger train on the International 
and Great Northern railroad narrowly 
missed a serious wreck forty miles below 
here through the intervention of a bird. 

Some miscreant had tied a rail securely 
acrosSathe track. Just a few miles before 
reaching the spot a bird, blinded by the 
headlight, flew against the glass, breaking 
it and extinguishing the light. This necs- 
sitated running slowly to the next station. 

The train proceeding with reduced speed 
struck the obstruction, tearing up the track 
and damaging the front of the engine, but 
no one was injured.

HOLD LAST FORMAL SESSION. 


Spanish and American Commissioners 
Will Meet Today. 

Havana, December 22.—The last formal 
meeting of the United States and Spanish 
evacuation commissioners will be held to- 
morrow. 

The Unitéd States commissioners will 
adopt a written resolution of thanks for 
the courtesies extended by the Spanish 
authorities at Havana and elsewhere in 
Cuba under trying conditions and bear 
testimony ‘‘to the excellent discipline and 
soldier-jike conduct of the officers and men 
of the Spanish army.” 

Brigadier General Clous today delivered 
the memorandum agreement regarding the 
places where Spanish troops are to be 
stationed after January Ist. It will be dis- 
cussed at tomorrow’s - meeting. 


THE MINORITY MILITARY BILL. 


DEMOCRATS WILL SUGGEST 30,- 
000 MEN FORSTANDING ARMY. 


The President Will Be Authorized To 
Call for 50,000 Yolunteers for 
Two Years. 


, 


Washington, December 22.—The bill for 
the increase of the regular army which 
the: minority of the house committee on 
tmilitary affairs will offer as a substitute 
for the Hull bili was drawn by Repre- 
sentative Hay, of Virginia, and is now in 
the hands of the war department, where 
an estimate is being made of the cost of 
such a military establishment as it pro- 
vides, 

The bill, as drawn, provides for a stand- 
ing army of 30,000 men—12,000 artillery, 8,000 
infantry, 6,000 cavalry, and engineer, ord- 
nance and signal corps and general staff. 

To meet the existing exigency of troops 
in Porto Rico, Cuba, the Philippines, Ha- 
wali and the Ladrones, the bill provides 
that the president may issue a proclama- 
tion for 50,000 additional volunteer troops 
to be enlisted for two years. These latter 
troops are to be commanded by officers ap- 
pointed by the president. The organization 
is to be the same as in the regular army, 
thé strength of the different arms of the 
service to be determined by the presi- 
dent. The present volunteers are to he 
mustered out within sixty days after the 
passage of the act, but volunteer organi- 
zations now in the service shall be given 
preference for enlistment in the new voi- 
unteer army if they so elect within fifteen 
days. 

Mr. Hay will file the bill and the minority 
report on the Hull bill tomorrow with the 
clerk of the house. | 

The main contention the report will make 
for the minority plan as against the Hull 
bill for a standing army of 100,000 men 
is that the future of the Philippines and 
Cuba are yet undetermined, but that if the 
Standing army is increased to 100,000 it will 
be almost impossible, no matter what may 
happen in the future, to reduce it. The 
report will show that a standing army of 
100,000 men will cost the people of the 
United States $165,000,000. This, added to 
the $145,000,000 for pensions, will bring the 
cost of the military establishment up to 
$310,000,000—the largest charge in *he world 
for a military establisnment. 

The naval estabiishment would bring the 
total up many millions more. Mr, Hay 
estimates that a standing army of 30,000, 
with 50,000 additional volunteers, would 
cost $190,000,000, but this charge might con- 
tinue only for two years. 


UNKNOWN WOMAN SUICIDES. 


Removes All Traces of Identity and 
Swallows Carbolic Acid. 
Columbus, O., December 22.—A_ well 
dressed, refined looking woman went to the 
Crittenden hotel last night about 9:40 p. m., 
where she registered as ‘‘Mrs, Ashton,’’ of 
Pittsburg. She was assigned a room, in 
which she was found dead tdday, having 
committed suicide by taking carbolic acid. 
Two envelopes were found in the room, one 
with money to pay the hotel and the other 
addressed to the chief of police, containing 

the following note: 

“My husband having died and left me 
alone I do not care to live. There is $77 in 
my purse In my corset waist. Bury me any- 
where.”’ 

The note was print®@d with the evident 
purpose of disguising the writing, and al 
marks had been carefully removed from her 
clothing by the woman. The deceased ap- 
peared to be from thirty to thirty-five years 
of age. The body was taken the morgue. 


ATTEMPTED TO ROB A BANK. 


Three Men Try To Steal Money from a 
Cincinnati Cashier. 
Cincinnati, O., December 22.—Three men 
attempted to steal a large amount of 
money at the German National hank, Third 
and Walnut streets, at 3 o’clock this after- 

noon, 

They came in at the front door and 
walked directly to the desk of Cashier 
Herzog. He was counting the money af- 
ter the ctose of business and had a large 
amount of it on the counter. One of the 
men reached through the window in the 
wire screen and attempted to seize the pile 
of greenbacks. 

The cashier struck him on the hand, and 
the men, seeing that their efforts® were 
futile, ran from the bunk nnd down to the 
river landing.

EPIDEMIC IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., T\22>,-It is es- 
timated that between 25,600 and 30,000 per- 
sons in this city are suffering from grip 
and doctors report the epidemic on the in- 
crease. f 

At the board of health ei six deaths 
were reported to have occufyed within the 
last twenty-four hours direckly due to grip 
and twelve other deaths were traced indi- 
rectly to the same cause. SI / 

All the hospitals have an unusually large 
number of grip patients, and in several in- 
stances the sufferers have lost their reason 
and have to be strapped to their beds. 

Of 140,000 school children nearly ten thou- 
sand are sick at home. City council could 
scarcely raise a quorum today, there being 
so many ,gabsentees from grip. Reports re- 
ceived from eastern Pennsylvania and soutn 
New Jersey point to an epidemic of the 
disease in those sections. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


SPLINTERS IN 


Battleship Struck Barge Which Sunk 
Several Years Ago. 

New York. December 22.—The battleship 
Massachusetts, which is in the timber dry 
dock at the navy yard, Brooklyn, was en- 
tirely uncovered today. From a hole im the 
bottom of the Massachusetts, several long 
splinters of wood were taken. This is 
thought at the navy vard to indicate that 
the ship struck the wreck of a barge which 
sunk off Governor’s island several years 
ago and which at extremely low water has 
been a menace to navigation ever since. 

The examination of the battleship dis- 
closed three large dents in the port side 
of the vessel forward. One of the officials 
states that the injuries are much more se- 
rious than had been anticipated. The three 
plates, he said, would have to be removed 
and repfaced with new ones. It was his 
supposition that the vessel would have to 
be put out of commission for the present.

Men Distinguished In Private and Public 
Life Are in Attendance, 


ROOSEVELT AMONG THE SPEAKERS 


General Joseph Wheeler, General Mer- 
ritt and General Shafter Are 
Present and Make Speeches. 
Other Orators Are 
Heard.

New York, December 22.—Over four hun- 
dred sons of New Emgland sat ‘down to- 
night to the ninety-third annual dinner of 
the New Engiand Seciety® of New York, 
at the Waldorf-Astoria. | 

President Howland presided and over his 
chair was the seal of the society, flanked 
on either side by the American and Eng- 
lish flags, wuile on either side of the flags 
and at the head of the room were the coats 
of arms of New England states. The 
tebles were strewn With cut flowers and 
dotted here and theré,with potted palms, 
while along the. sides of the board were red 
apples, white turnips and big golden pump- 
kins. 

The guests included many men promi- 
nent in public and private life, among them 
being Brayton Ives, Elihu Root, J. P. 
Morgan, Joseph H. Choate, General Ham- 
ilton 8S. Hawkins, General William R. 
Shafter, Governor Elisha Dyer, of Rhode 
Island; Admirat William T. Sampson, Colo- 
nel Theodore Rovsevelt, General Joseph 
Wheeler, General Wesley Merritt, former 


F Governor Rowell P, Flower, Collis P. Hunt- 
ington and former Vice President Levi P.. 


Morton. tliat 

Governor-elect Roosevelt was greeted 
with loud cheers when he rose to respond 
to “The State of New York.’’ He spoke in 
part as follows: 


“The puritan came from a stock which 
carried the Bible in one hand and in the 
other a sword. I think we of the present 
generation have awakened: to a livelier 
sense of what we owe to these men whose 
careers typify this word in modern lffe, 
of what we owe to the representatives of 
the regular army and regular navy. We 
owe much to others of the past: we owe 
much to our statesmen, our commonwealth 
builders; we owe most to the men who 
risked their lives that the honor of the 
flag might be upheld, and we get from the 
puritan the inheritance of more than oné 
virtue, of more than one set of virtues; 
aud we will do well to recollect that no 
one set of virtues is enough to save a 
State; that a nation composed merely of 
warriors is as sure ultimately to fail as a 
nution composed merely of merchants 
merely of men great in peace,”’ 

General Merritt said: 

“We have a great work before us. What 
we have done and what the administration 
has done has been in the interests of the 
country. There is a great deal that ap- 
proaches us from every side in the tropics 
We can extend our commerce there and we 
Can extend the trade of America. which is 
now three-fourths of it timited to-the tro- 
pics, to an enormous extent. We have the 
English feeling with us when we are in the 
colonies of England. 

“A great many people have insisted that 
the constitution forbids it. To these I have 
said, ‘We have outgrown the constitution. 
It is not worth while to discuss it.’ We are 
here, and we are here to stay. It is not 
worth while for me to extend my remarks 
for the purpose of convincing you gentle- 
men that everything is jn our favor in-the 
far east. Our trade with China, the Phil- 
ippines, Japan and all those things point 
to a result that we have to contemplate, 
that we have to-accept. We could not do 
less. Admiral Dewey could not have with- 
drawn his fleet from Manila bay after he 
had captured it on the first of May. The 
army that was gent there could not with- 
draw and leave the Spaniards in command. 
What may be the result, I do not care to 
oo ee but I am satisfied that Amer- 
cans will find a solution for the matter, 
however difficult it may be.”’ 

yeneral Shafter spoke on “The. Army,” 
paying a warm tribute to the regular army 
and to the men who had taken part in the 
campaign against the Spaniards. 

Major General Wheeter was the next 
speaker. He was dressed in the full uni- 
form, and .was rereived with cheers. He 
paid a tribute to Colonel Roosevelt, and 
told of the campaign in Cuba. He referred 


to expansion and said that while he would . 


not discuss that question, yet this country 
could not back down from the task im- 
posed upon it by Providence. 

In conclusion he spoke of the recent trip 
of President McKinley and his colleagues 
in the south, where he met and mingled 
on friendly terms with men who had once 
opposed our nation, which now, is one na- 
tion. President MKiniey’s trip to the 
south, the said, would do more to cement 
the north and south than anything else 
since the war. 

General Randolph spoke on ‘The Army 
and Navy.” Major General Hawkins spoke 
on the “Regular Army;”’ Augustus Thomas 
on “Comrades in Arms;"’ Commander Hig- 
ginson, of the pattleshipMassachusetts, on 
“Whe Navy.” 

When General Miles was introduced by 
Dr. Curtis, president of the club, there 
was a most enthusiastic demonstration in 
which the ladies participated with a bril- 
liant display of bonquets. General Miles, 
after referring to his pleasant personal re- 
lations in Cincinnati and to former visits, 
reviewed both the civil liberty tendency in 
New England and the patriotic military 
spirit of the forefathers. 

In considering their merit both as citi- 
zens and as soldiers he at times became 
very eloquent and was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause. He eonsidered “the 
spirit of New England,” from the earliest 
settlement through different epochs of 
American history and showed how it had 
impressed itself throughout the states 
through the societies that perpetuate its 
glory and its beneficience. 

While referring to the expansion of this 
spirit to the entire country, he did not re- 
fer to its application to recently acquired

MRS. BOTKIN ON THE STAND. 


DEFENSE 


RESS IN BREAKING CASE. 


The Prisoner Told of Her Acquaint- 
ance with Dunning, but Denied 
His Statement.

San Francisco, December 22.—The defense 
of Mrs. Cordelia Botkin for the murder of 
Mrs. John P. Dunning opened today, but 
the progress made in the breaking down of 
the case of the prosecution was very slight. 

Dr. George M. Tyrell was the principal 
witness of the defense today. Dr. Tyrell, 
however, was so uncertain in his testimony 
and contradicted himself so often that he 
did the defense very little godd. He testi- 
fled that he visited Mrs. Botkin on Sunday 
afternoon, July 3lst, between the hours of 
8 and 5 o'clock, and treated her for head- 
ache. This is the time and date sworn by 
Misses Heney and Dilmarr of the Haas 
candy store, when they sold Mrs. Botkin 
a box of chocolate bon bons. Dr. Tyrell, 
fer some reason, made no entry in his visit 
book and rendered no bill for services to 
Mrs. Botkin. He could net specify the time 
of his visit better than “between 3 and 5 
o'clock in the afternoon.”’ 

Thomas J. Ford of the San 
postoffice, testified that the package of 
candy was not packed according to the 
rules. and that it was remarkable that the 
box should ‘have reached Delaware in good 
order. He identified the postmarks on the 
anonymous letters as being those of the 
San Francisco office, and described the 
methods employed in the caring for letter 
majls. 

John P. Dunning was recalled by permis- 
sion and asked if he ‘had told Mrs. Botkin 
that his wife and daughter had taken up 
their residence in Dover, Delaware. He re- 
plied that he had mentioned the fact sev- 
eral times, 

™. Ll Roberts, of 
brother-in-law of the accused, stated that 
Mrs. Botkin had been in the vicinity of 
Eureka between the 2d of June and the end 
of the month. The prosecution admitted 
his residence. It will be remembered that 
one of the anonymous letters was dated 
about the middle of June, but the prosecu- 
tion will prove that a mail bag was placed 
on the wharf at Eureka on steamer days, 
and that letters dropped in it were not post- 
marked until the steamer reached this city. 

Mrs. Botkin was called to the stand ata 
late hour this afternoon. She told of her 
acquaintance with Dunning, dehying many 
of his statements. She also denied much 
of the testimony of Mrs. Lizzie Livernash, 
a reporter, who testified to the hysterical 
condition of Mrs. Botkin when informed’ of 
Mrs. Dunning's death, and of several in- 
criminating admissions made by Mrs. Bot- 
kin in interviews with her. She denied ever 
having purchased candy of Haas, or that 
she ever purchased a handkerchief of the 
City of Paris store. . 

She will continue her testimony tomorrow.

Cambridge, Mass., December 22.—Percy

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MUST HELP OR THE 
CUBANS WILLSTARVE 


This Is the Story Mr. Howland Tells 


the President. 


Howland Has Just Returned from a 
Trip to the Island. 


SAYS CONDITIONS THERE ARE WRETCHED 


That Thousands Will Starve This Win- 
ter Unless There Is Aid Given. 
His Appeal to President. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, December 22,—Special.)—The 
need for very strenuous efforts on the part 
not only of the government, but of all who 
are interested in philanthropic work if 
thousands of people are to be saved from 


death by starvation in Havana, has been 


impressed upon the officials of the govern- 
ment by the return of Mr. R. S. Howland, 
proprietor of The Providence Journal, who 
is just back from Havana. 

Mr. Howland went to Havana to arrange 
for the distribution of a large quantity of 
supplies contributed by the people of 
Rhode Island through his newspaper. In- 
formation of the existence of a great deal 
of suffering in Havana has reached hitm— 
suffering which, under the very nature 
of things, it was impossible for the authori- 
ties to reach; and acting upon this infor- 
mation The Providence Journal raised 
several thousand doilars to aid in the work 
of relief. Mr. Howland went * Havana 
to personally look over the field and find 
the exact situation 

What Sherman Said War Was. 

“T have lifted the Hd of hell and looked 
in’’ is the way he expresses it in an inter- 
view he has given Washington newspaper 
men. “‘The conditions there are infinitely 
worse than anybody could have imagined. 
The necessity for relief, and prompt relief, 
at that, is very great. There are three 
sources to be drawn from to give aid 
to the suffering Cubans. First we have the 
second, the organization of 
the Red Cross; and third, the different 
charitable relief associations in all the 
large cities of the United States. It is 
extremely desirable that these three forms 
of relief should be harmonized and brought 
together to act under the central control, 
and it would seem as if the president 
might appoint some high officer from the 
retired list. of the army or some well- 
known public man who could have at once 
the support and assistance of all the de- 
partments of the government and all the 
different channels of private charity. 

“The Cubans themselves hope eventually 
to be free and independent under the pro- 
tection of their powerfui neighbor, but first 
of ali their widows and orphans, their 
sick and helpless, must be assisted, and 
that they know is precedent to any po- 
litical settlement. If they saw this work 
of relief going on steadily, both by the 
government and by individuals of the 
United States, they would Keep very quiet 
regarding any political questions that 
might arise from time to time. This would 
avoid the necessity of any large garrison 
of troops and would eventually save a 
great outlay of money on the part of this 
government, 

Problems To Be Met. 

“The problem of relieving the distress and 
destitution in their isiand of Cuba is com- 
plicated by the varying local conditions of 
the cities and the country. In the city 
of Havana alone there seems to be 30,000 
persons requiring immediate relief from 
the direst want. Their surroundings are so 
unsanitary that it ‘will necessary to 
remove them to newly hospitals 
before they can be properly cared for. 

“In the country districts the destitute 
are scattered among the villages and on 
the farms. To get relief to them seems— 
to require another reconcentration on ex- 
actly the opposite line-adopted by General 
Weyler. The central points must also be 
hospitals capabie of taking care of the 
women and chiidren more especially. The 
able-bodied men in the rural districts all 
require aid in an industrial form—that is, 
they need oxen and industrial implements 
and.land to enable them to begin the work 
of growing crops for themselves and their 
families. While they are thus busy they 
must be supplied with rations and with 
clothing. The industrial] relief in the coun- 
try is of a very easily determined form, 
but in the cities it becomes more compli- 
cated. Work in Havana can only be car- 
ried on at present under very great difi- 
culties, owing to the disturbed condition 
of every kind of business, 

Last Stages of Destitution. 

“The immediate necessity for the mil{- 
tary authorities who will be in charge 
after January Ist to clean up the city and 
abate the innumerable nuisances which 
now exist there fs also going to interfere 
for a time with the extension of new 
schemes Of a commercial nature, It would 
not do, for instance, to bring a large 
force of laborers into Havana and house 
them in. any of the buildings now

During the time that 
these sanitary measures are going on the 
poor who are now without work must con- 
tinue in their forlorn conditions, and must 
be furnished with rations, either by the 
government or private charity, as may 
prove most practicable. It has been sug- 
gested that the form of relief would tend 
to pauperize the whole population, but it is 
difficult to see how such risk can be avoid- 
ed. Those who are in the last stages of 
want and destitution can hardly be still 
further pauperized.”’ 

The President Takes the Initiative. 

Mr. Howland saw the President yesterday 
and explained to him at length the condi- 
tions that exist at Havana and in the sur- 
rounding districts. The result was that 
the president, being deeply impressed, wrote 
by his own hand an ordér to the secre- 
tary of war directing that the commissary, 
medical and quartrmasters department of 
the army immediately place every facility 
in their power at the disposal of the needy 
Cubans. They are to be given without 
further delay all the rations, clothing and 
medical supplies that they need to allay the 
temporary suffering. Th's ts the first step 
toward the relief of the needy, but there are 
others which must be taken. 

“The crying need right now, as I see it,”’ 
said Mr. Howland, in talking about the situ- 
ation with which he is so familiar, ‘is the 
erection of hospitais and equipping them 
with proper nurses. It is highly important 
that this be done at once—important to 
those poor people and important to us. We 
must cure them of their present diseases if 
we would remove the dangers of contagion 
which menace the entire country and par- 
ticularly the south. I went there looking 
for a place where I could put a few thous- 
and dollars to the best charitable advan- 
tage. I found that this was a mere drop in- 
the bucket, when compared to the extreme 
need of the people. It is my purpose to do 
all in my power to impress upon the chari- 
table people of all parts of the country the 
great need of concerted action. My idea is 
to go first to New England and lay the facts 
before the different charitable organiza- 
tlons., I feel certain that the case will meet 
a hearty response there and indeed every- 
where, 

Field for Trained Nurses. 

“The president in talking with me about 
the matter, expressed the hope that the 
press-generally would take it up for only 
by this means can the interest of the peo- 
ple be aroused. I am sure Atlanta will do 
her part. I have thought that Havana fur- 
nishes right now a magnificent field for 
the trained nurses being educated at the 
public schools in the south and I believe 
that they would do a magnificant work by 
going there. President McKinley contends 
tbat everything possible shall be done by 
the government to cleanse and purify the 
islands, but there is much which the gov- 
ernment cannot reach and which will have 
to be reached through other mediums,”

CONSTABLES SEIZED THE WINE. 


New England Society in Charleston 
Was Worried Over It. 

Charleston, §. C., December 22.—(Special.) 
Dispensary constables today seized the fine 
stock of wines imported here for the annual 
banquet of thhe New England Society, 
which was given tonight. The wines were 
stored yesterday in the Charleston hotel. 
When the stock was seized the Rev. Dr. 
Edder, president of the society, appealed to 
the constables to surrender it, but his re- 
quest was refused. The situation began to 
look serious. United States Senator Hoar, 
of Massachusetts, was the guest of ‘honor 
at the banquet, which was the most elab- 
orate affair of the kind of, the season. 
There was no chance to get other wines in 
the city, United States Senator McLaurin, 
of South Carolina, who delivered an ad- 
dress at the banquet, was seen and asked 
to use his influence to get back the liquors. 
He sent @ warm telegram to Governor EI- 
lerbe and advised thim to make the consta- 
bles deliver the goods, 

A short while afterwards a telegram from 
Columbia announced that the wines would 
be released. Sharp orders were sent the 
constables, and tonight the wines flowed as 
usual at the banquet. 

The seizure is being indignantly discussed 
in Charleston. Senator Hoar put on a 
strange look when the heard of the society’s 
dilemma, but the refused to talk about it.

‘ROOSEVELT'S MEN 
- SUFFERED SRVERELY 


Celonel’s Report to General Wood Is 
. Made Public. 


No MEDICINE FOR WOUNDED 


He Declares That Supplies for His Sol- 
diers Were Short. 


BOUGHT FOOD WITH THEIR OWN MONEY 


War Department Gives Out the Report 
Submitted by the Rough 
Rider. wee, 


Washington, December 22.—The war de- 
partment today made public two reports 
of Colonel Roosevelt on the fights of the 
First United States volunteer cavalry 
(Rough Riders), in front of Santiago. One 
is addressed to Colonel Wood, commanding, 
and the second is to Brigadier General 
Wood after Colenel Roosevelt took cont™ 
mand of the regiment. The war depart- 
| ment has hitherto refused to make these 
reports public, 

The second and more important report 
after detailing the fighting done by the 
Rough Riders, is as follows: 

“For the next seven days until the 
10th we lay in our line while the truce opn- 
tinued. We had continually to work at 
additional bomb proofs and at the trenches, 
and as we had no proper supply of food 
and utterly inadequat2 medical facilities, 
the men suffered a good deal. The officers 
chipped together, purchased beans, toma- 
toes arkd sugar for the men so that they 
might have some relief from the bacon 
and hard tack. With a great deal of dif- 
ficulty we got them coffee. As for the 
sick and wounded, they suffered so in the 
nospitals when sent to the rear for lack of 
food and attention that we found it best 
to keep them at the front and give them 
such care as our own doctors could. 

‘As JT mentioned in my previous letter, 
thirteen of our wounded men continued to 
fight through the battle in spite of their 
wounds and of those sent to the rear many 
both of the sick and wounded came up to 
rejoin us as soon as their condition al- 
lowed them to walk; most of the worst 
cases were ultimately sent to the states, 
On the 10th the truce was at an end and 
the bombardment reopened. As far as our 
lines were concerned, it was on the Span- 
ish part very feeble. We suffered no 
losses and speedily got the fire from their 
trenches in our front completely under. 

“On the llth we were moved three-quar- 
ters of a mile to the right, the truce again 
being on. * Nothing happened here, except 
we continued to watch and do our best to 
get the men, especially the sick, properly 
fed and having no transportation and not 
being able to get ‘hardly anyrthrough the 
regular channels we used anything we 
could find, captured Spanish cavalry 
horses, abandoned mules which had been 
shot but which our men took and cured, 
diminutive skinny ponies purchased from 
the Cubans, efc. By these means and by 
the gxertion 6f officers we were able from 
time to time to get supplies of beans, su- 
gar, tomatoes and even oatmeal, while from 
the Red Cross people we got our invalua- 
ble load of rice, cornmeal, etc. 

‘All of this was of the utmost conse- 
quence not only for the sick but also for 
the well, as the lack of proper food was 
telling terribly on the men. It was utterly 
impossible to get them clothes and shoes; 
these they ‘had were in many cases lite- 
rally dropping to pleces. On the 17th the 
city surrendered. On the 18th we shifted 
camp here, the best camp we have had, 
but the march hither under the noonday 
sun told very heavily on our men, weak- 
ened by underfeeding and over work, and 
the next morning 123 cases were reported 
to the doctor, and I now have but half of 
the 600 men with which I landed four 
weeks ago, fit for duty, and these are not 
fit to do anything like the work t'hey could 
do then. As we had but one wagon, the 
change necessitated leaving much of my 
stuff behind with a night of discomfort, 
with scanty shelter and scanty food for 
the most of the offleers and many of the 
men. Only the possession of the impro- 
vised pack train alluded to above saved 
us from being worse. Yesterday I sent in 
a detail of six officers and men to see if 
they could not purchase or make arrange- 
ments for a supply of proper food and 
proper clothing for the men, even if we 
had to pay for it out of our-own pockets. 
Our suffering has been due primarily to 
lack of transportation and of proper food 
or sufficient clothing and of medical sup- 
plies. We should now have wagon sheets 
for tentage.

Special Commissioner Porter Submits 
His Report on West Indies, 


MADE CAREFUL INVESTIGATION 


Whitewash, Limewash and Fresh 
Paint Are Now Freely Used. 


STREETS ARE NO LONGER SEWERS 


~~ 
Local Government Is Being Carried on 
in Satisfactory Manner and the 
People Are Pleasei. 


Washington, December 22.—Robert B. 
Porter, special commissioner for the United 
States to Cuba and Porto Rico, has re- 
turned from Santiago and has submitted 
his report to the secretary of the treasury. 
While in Porto Rico Mr. Porter held pub- 
lic thearings and all persons interested in 
the welfare of the island were invited to 
submit statements and give oral testimony. 
The dqhamber of commerce, § representing 
the commercial and industrial interests of 
the province, responded. The machinery 
of the military government, Mr. Porter 
says, is running with a fair degree of 
smoothness, and the men responsible for 
it understand their business thoroughly. 

The disagreeable smells of the typical 
Cuban city, the report says, were pro- 
nounced in Santiago, but whitewash, lime- 
wash, fresh paint and all sorts of disinfec- 
tants have deodorized the surrounding at- 
mosphere and made the old town quite 
habitable. 

The streets are no longer used as sewers, 
and the unhappy individual who violates 
the law and escapes the lash of the sani- 
tary commissioner's whip is compelled to 
work on the streets for thirty days. Thi¢ 
Official, Mayor Barbour, witl® 126 men and 
thirty-two United States mule teams and 
carts, having dug out from the streets of 
Santiago the filth of ages, is now able to 
keep them absolutely clean. Every day the 
garbage of the gity is burned. The work of 
sanitation is not confined to the streets, 
but extends to the dwelling houses, shops 
and buildings of all kinds. 

The law courts, whigh were abolished 
when Genes&l Shafter took the city, have 
been reorganized. -The supreme court, the 
report continues, is composed of carefully 
selected Cuban judges, the appointees nom- 
inated wholly on account of legal attain- 
ments, the bar association of the province 
having been consulted as to the character 
and qualifications of the new judges. 

In the same magner local government 
has been restored and native mayors and 
officials appointed, the only requirement 
being that persons accepting such offices 
shall take the oath recognizing the military 
occupation of the island by the United 
States, but in no way committing them 
to any future form of government, 

The Spanish, when in possession of Cu- 
not only assumed absolute control of; 
the judiciary, but of the municipal gov- 
ernment, the larger portion of the taxes 
raised for municipal purposes being divert- 
ed, with the other revenues, in channels, 
which, says the report, either led to Spain 
or into Spanish poekets. 

Mr. Porter advises that these taxes here- 
after must be used exclusively for local 
purposes, and as far as may be deemed 
practicable that they be collected and dis- 
bursed by properly constituted local author- 
ities. 

Mr. Porter makes several other recom- 
mendations, principally with regard to im- 
provements in the harbor and the estab- 
lishment of buoys and the removal of ob- 
structions. 

Mr. Porter speaks in high praise of the 
administrative ability of General Wood, the 
military governor of Santiago, as shown in 
his admirable management of the affairs 
of the province under his jurisdiction,

SAYS BOOKWALTER

TELLS WHAT CZAR IS DOING 


Declares That with England and China 
Nicholas Will Rule the World. 


“SAYS FEELING FOR AMERICA IS KIND 


He Asserts That Development in Asia 
Is Being Pushei Right Along by 
the Young Emperor. 


London, December 13.—John W, Book- 
walter; of Ohio, who has just returned ‘from 
a three months’ journey through Russia, 
told the correspondent of the Associated 
Press in interview today that 
joyed unusual facilities for observing what 
is going on in that country. He

States ambassador at St. Petersburg. Dur- 
ing his journey he conversed with the gov- 
ernors of provinces and with military and 
civil officials of all ranks. 

“Everywhere I found,” said Mr. Book- 
walter, ‘‘the kindest and most friendly 
feeling toward America and Americans, and 
heard many expressions of satisfaction over 
America’s success in our war with Spain. 
To this there was not a single exception. 
Wherever I went everything was thrown 
open to 4ne simply because I was an 
American, 

“America’s best open door to céntral Asia 
and China is through Russia. Already all 
the locomotives and rolling stock on the 
railways are of American manufacture. 
Central Asia will in the near future be the 
Greatest market in the world for manu- 
factures of all kinds, and our obtaining the 
virtual monopoly of this market only de- 
pends on our retaining the friendship Rus- 
sia now has for us. A great surprise to the 
world is in preparation in that part of the 
earth, and it will come, I believe. very soon. 
Not many years will elapse before the world 
will see Russia, England and China com- 
bining for the partition of Asla. The very 
force of circumstances will bring this about. 
England and Russia will never be able ta 
agree on a partition of China between 
themselves. Still less will they allow the 
other powers to share with them in the 
spoils of that empire, They will be forced 
to defend China, which alone is helpless 
against the rest of the world, and to share 
with her the dominion of Asia. 

‘ New Alliance Suggested. 

The alliance of England, Russia and 
China—of two-thirds of the human race— 
will be such an alliance as history has nev- 
er yet seen, aygd it will be one which will 
five peace to the world for centuries, All 
its interests 1 make for peace, and it 
will be able tO dictate terms to the rest 
of the world. 

“America has very little to gain by an 
Open door to China. That country is an 
industrial one; and whatever we may now 
be able to seil to them, the Chinese will 
soon be able to make for themselves, One 
day, and that day is near at hand. what- 
ever QChina buys from the rest of the 
world will reach her through Russia and 
Central Asia. 

“Russia, in the last three years, has done 
more to open the doors of China than 
England and all the rest of the world has 
done in fifty years. No one who has not 
Seen it with his own eyes can thave the 
faintest conception of what Russia has 
done and jis stil] doing in Central Asia. 

“lI have traveled over 1,200 miles of rail- 
way which she has bulit from the Caspian 
sea to Tashkend, in Turkestan, over a 
branch of this line which runs to the north- 
ern frontier of India, over another branch 
which goes from Merv to the border of 
Afghanistan. This last branch was not 
completed when I wags there, but it will 
be open to traffic next week. There are 
also Russian lines all along the Persian 
frontier and penetrating into that country, 
either completed or rapidly approaching 
completion. All the work on these lines 
has been done by soldiers, who, in this 
way, are not in Russia, as elsewhere, non- 
producers. 

*Ail this tremendous Asiatle railway sys- 
tem iz owned and operated by the govern- 
ment. All the lines are admirably built 
and splendidly equipped. Why, I saw a 
bridge across the Amudaria in Central 
Asia. at a point where the river is three 
miles wide, that cost 20,000,000 roubles, and 
is the greatest plece of engineering work 
ever accomplished. There is nothing like 
it anywhere else in the world, the cele- 
brated Forth bridge, near Edinburgh, not 
excepted. 

New Towns and Cities. 

“Wherever I went I saw cities and towns 
springing up, such as Askobad, in Turko- 
mania, for example, which alrgady has 
twenty-five thousand inhabitants. Near 
Merv the czar is building a magnificent 
palace. New Bokhara, twelve miles from 
Old Bokhara, has twelve thousand inbabi- 
tants. The Russian policy in Central Asia 
is not to bring the new and the old info 
too close a contract and so she builds her 
railway stations a few miles away from the 
old centers of population, thus forming new 
and entirely modern centers. Where do the 
the people come from to inhabit these 
towns? Why, from European Russia. The 
government is turning ‘her surptus European 
population into central Asia just as the 
United States turned her surplus popula- 
tion of her Atlantic states into her great 
western territories. What I have just seen 
in central Asia is almost an exact repro- 
duction of what I witnessed years ago in 
Illinois, Indtana and Missouri, when the em- 
igrants from the east were pouring into 
the west. 

“No human power can stay the onward 
march of the Slav through Russia, which 
will be the feature of the twentieth cen- 
tury just as the march of the Anglo-Saxon 
through America has been the feature of 
the nineteenth. 

“Already, thanks to her railways, Russia 
can at any time pour her armies across the 
frontiers of India by the same routes that 
Alexander, Tamerlane and Kubla Khan 
marched to the conquest of eastern Asia. 
Russia today has twenty-five million re- 
serves; all of whom have served in the 
army from three to five years. One-fjfth of 
her population has been drilled and @iscip- 
lined to military work. 

“The United States will be committing a 
woeful mistake if she fails to retain the 
friendship of this great world-power of the 
future.’’

NEGRO SOLDIER 
NILLED IN MACON 


‘Was Cursing Street Car Conductor 
in Presence of Ladies 


HE WAS ORDERED 10 BESIST 


‘Conductor Stopped Car To Assist a 
Lady Aboard 


WHEN THE NEGRO OPENED HIS KAIFE 


{While Advancing on the Conductor, 
the Negro Was Shot in the Neck, 
Dying in a Few Moments. 
Conductor Will Be 
Released. 


Macon, Ga., December 22.—(Specfal.)—Pri- 
vate Turner, of the Sixth Virginia regi- 
ment, was shot and instantly killed this 
afternoon by Conductor Thrower, of the 
Consolidated street railway, on a Vineville 
car, at Wesleyan college. 

The negro got on the carin Vineville and 
began to curse and abuse the conductor 
from the time he got on until he was shot. 
The car was filled with ladies and the con- 
ductor endeavored to make him keep quiet 
for over ten minutes. 

The negro paid no attention to him, how- 
ever, and still continued to curse, There 
were two white officers or the car, Lut 
they said nothing to theenegro and allowed 
him to go on. When the car reached the 
switch near Wesleyan college Mrs. Hill- 
man attempted to get on the car and the 
negro pushed against her, nearly knocking 
her down, and as the conductor got off the 
car to assist Mrs. Hillman on, the negro 
pushed the conductor. 

Thrower went to the front end of the car 
to get rid of the man and when he return- 
ed the negro had a knife open and still con- 
tinued his cursing. The conductor told him 
that he had said enough and pulled his 
pistol and fired, the bullet striking the 
megro in the neck, killing him instantly. 
The conductor continued on his run as if 
nothing had happened. 

There were several prominent citizens on 
the car at the time and they say that the 
conductor didright, Thrower came to the 
police station and gave himself up. 

The negroes are greatly excited and have 
been gathering in small groups since the 
killing was done. About twenty of them 
have been arrested. 

Trouble was expected from them tonight, 
but so far none has materialized. It was 
announced that the four negro regiments 
were coming into the city and attempt to 
take the city. The provost guards were 
doubled, but no trouble arose. 

The coroner’s jury will hold an inquest 
over the negro tomorrow morning and it 
is very probaLle that Thrower will be re- 
leased.

CAMPBELL IS NOT WORRIED. 


Over 


Bailey’s Resolution—Says He 
Will Remain in Army. 


Savannah, Ga., December 22.—(Special.)— 
Congressman James R. Campbell, colonel 
of the Ninth Iilinois regiment, jis not wor- 
tving about the attack upon his seat in 
congress. He gave out an interview today 
in which he said: 

“I will go to Cuba with my regiment, re- 
gardliess as to what congress does about 
my seat in the house, If allowed to retain 
my seat in the house, I shall merely draw 
the smaller pay of a colonel while not per- 
forming my duties there. From what I 
know of cases of this character in the past 
there is no absolute precedent under which 
congress can act. Different houses have 
acted in different ways. It might be well 
for the-matter to be definitely decided at 
this time. I once thought of resigning, but 
the governor urged me to stay, saying the 
time would be short, and I consented to do 
so. The time has been longer than 1 ex- 
pected, but I.am with my men now and I 
expect to see them through it all. While in 
command of my regiment I have never 
drawn anything but a colonel’s salary from 
the government, and do not expect to. 
Congressman Bailey and myself have al- 
ways been good friends and I don’t think 
his resolution was aimed at me. What dif- 
ferences there are between himself and 
General Wheeler 1 do not know.” 

Colonel Campbell is proud of his regi- 
ment, every one of whom—an@ there are 
1,300—is a democrat. He says the health 
of the men is good, and out of 1,850 the 
regiment started out with, only twenty- 
three have died in six months. There is 
not a man in the hospital now, and compa- 
ny A has not lost a man since the regiment 
left home.

Representative Maddox Files Claims 
Against the Government. 


DEPREDATIONS OF SOLDIERS 


Cites Instances Where Troops Seized 
Products of the Farm. 


APPROPRIATION WILL BE ASKED OF CONGRESS 


Congressman Stokes, of South Caroli- 
na, Keeping Up His Fight Against 
Speculation in Food Products.

Washington, December 22.—(Special.)— 
Representative Maddox thas called the at- 
tention of the war department to certain 
claims which have heen filed against the 
government by parties who have suffered 
from devastation at the hands of the troops 
whi.e stationed near their property. or 
while passing through their lands. 

These claims for such damages as 
the destruction of cornfields, orchards and 
watermelon patches, and in some cases 
the destruction of personal property and 
buildings. 

Judge Maddox was requested to have 
all such claims filed at the war depart- 
ment, where they would be investigated, 
and if found to be they will be 
sent to congress to be paid by an appro- 
priation. It js thought that these claims 
will be brought to the notice of congress 
soon after the holidays. 

To iliustrate the character of some of the 
claims he related the following: ‘‘Through- 
out my district are extensive watermelon 
farms. I well remember one young man 
who had just started in the watermelon 
and had succeeded in raising 
avery fair crop. He had his melons load- 
ed in freight cars, sidetracked, ready for 
shipment. While they were lying there, a 
hot box on a train bearing soldiers, necessi- 
tated the stoppage of that*train near the 
melon-laden cars. No sooner had the train 
stopped than some of the very hungry sol- 
diers spied the carloads of me.ons. Then 
began the first battle of the young soldier 
boys. They put all their energy to the 
storming of these cars, and within ten 
minutes all that remained of the summer's 
work of this young farmer was a great 
pile of rinds and.seeds.”’ 

Still After Speculators. 

Congressman Stokes, of South Carolina, 
is keeping up the fight against speculation 
in food products and other agricultural 
commodities with which he has been so 
closely identified since he came to congress, 
At the meeting of the agricultural commit- 
tee, just before adjournment, he made an 
earnest effort to insert in the appropriation 
bill a provision for the investigation and 
compilation of data as to the effect of spec- 
ulative dealings on the price of cotton, 
grain and pork. 

Mr. Stokes pointed out that some foreign 
governments have looked into the subject 
quite extensively and have enacted legisla- 
tion of a restrictive nature. He contended 
that a knowledge of the character of this 
legislation and its efficacy would be very 
desirable as a basis for future action in 
this country. Without going into an ex- 
haustive discussion of the merit of the ques- 
tion, Mr. Stokes pointed out with force 
the need of accurate information. Under 
existing conditions the European gonsumers 
of our agricultural products are, he con- 
tended, enabled to use our exchunge for the 
purpose of forcing down prices and then 
purchasing actual commodities at the

a year. Hecla is but a settlement, and it 
does not even claim a place on the railway 
and general maps, but on the map of In- 
d‘ana it is indicated by a dot, just 
about where Noble, Kosciusko and W hit- 
ney counties join. Though it has no other 
claim to notoriety, it ‘s the home of Frank 
Henlig, whose method of gaining a liveti- 
hood is probably more ingenious than that 
practiced by any othher man in the coun- 
try—the home of possibly the one man in 
the nation who realizes to a greater extent 
than any other one the Value toat is coined 
up in the penny, which so many have no re- 
Gard for. It is this disregard on the part 
of the many and his very ‘highest regard for 
it that furnishes him a home, a good living 
and a small accumulation of money. 

Mr. Henlig is known all over Northeast- 
ern Indiana as the man who “lives on a

lives by the accumulation oi pennies, and 
now has almost ali of Northwestern In- 
diana under penny tribute to him. He is 
Known far and wide. 

He was born and raised jn New York: 
Was Surrounded by retined friends, wealth 
and happiness. He received a college edu- 
cation and, as Une story shoud go, he fell 
in love with a neighboring girl, a Miss Van 
Wyke. They were engaged after the due 
season of lovemaking and thus the matter 
stood until tne civil war, when tHenlig left 
for the front. ‘ne lovers corresponded 
regular.y for three years, but in the begin- 
niug of the fourtn their letters were iost 
ana correspondence Was made almost 1m- 
possible, and at tast it was discontinued. 
When the end came ine hurried back to 
New York to marry her, but wnen he ar- 
rived he found she had married another. 


Without a definite haven, he stole out ol 
New York. Atter tramping five or Six 
years he went to Hecia and was given the 
use of an old log house in a remote strip 
of woods. ‘This he converted into a comfort- 
table and neat ‘acme. He had pienty of 
wood to keep nim warm, but tne question 
of food came up. He conceived the idea of 
asking every one of the people witnin easy 
reach of his log cabin for a pledge of one 
penny a year. fhe demand Was so trivial 
that it provoked notning more: tnan Jeers 
and ready compliance. at first the amount 
was inconsiderab.e, but in tne interim he 
had managed to secure a smali pension, 
and thus he was adie to exist by practicing 
frugality. 3 

It is claimed that he makes Msiderabie 
money out of his penny coneciuons Now, 
His territory extenus over parts of all the 
northeast curner of the stute. The esti- 
mates as to his income vary so greatly 
that he takes in as much as $2 a day in 
pennies in many sections, while in others jt 
falls below that. He is out about 200 days 
in bis work and it is probable that he 
gathers in about $350 per annum in pennies. 
His methods are most peculiar. He always 
walks. He is slightly bent and he uses a 
staff now. Not wishing to appear in the 
role of a tramp, he réfuses to accept food 
or any favors without giving a few of his 
pennies*in return or performing some labor. 
He has the strange faculty of remembering 
every face and also of keeping in his mind 
all of their relationship. He tells them the 
latest news from their relatives or friends 
in distant parts of the country or in the 
surrounding counties, and is always glad 
to do any favor in carrying message? and 
little tokens which will not weigh him 
down. 

He is now past sixty years of age and 
his long exposure, when he wandered aim- 
lessly. has made some noticeable effects on 
him. He is incapacitated for manual lal.or 
or he would rely on that for his livelihood 
Rut he could hardly be spared from his 
present work—he is more than worth his 
penny. Another remarkable thing is that 
he insists on one penny and no more. He 
Always gives back the change. He confines 
his operations almost entirely to the coun- 


try people.

An Appreciative Compliment. 

In a recent issue of ‘The Birmingham 
Democrat there appears the following 
paragraph: : 

The Atlanta Constitution is unquestiona- 
bly the foremost daily newspaper in the 
south, and equal to the great dailies of the 
north. It is ably edited; its news service 
is simply perfect and the correspondents 
who represent it in Washington and other 
news centers are all capable, accomplished 
gentlemen, whose letters are a most at- 
tractive feature of the paper. The Consti- 
tution built up Atlantu. Wien it takes 
hold of a movement designed to promote 
the interests of the city, such, for instance, 
as the expositions and the recent Peace 
Jubilee, its success is assured. The Consti- 
tution is always right on political questions 
and for its able support of democratic prin- 
ciples and measures, and especially for its 
advocacy of an honest currency which at 
least three-fourths of the white people of 
this country desire and are determined to 
have, it has won the gratitude of all true 
democrats. Long may it live! 

The Constitution, while thanking its 
Alabama contemporary for the compli- 
ment thus paid its news service, takes 
much more pride in that greater praise 
which recognizes its work in behalf of 
the building up of the city. In _ fact, 
the great lever which has made of 
The Constitution the power it is, is not 
alone the ability with which it has fur- 
nished the news to the people, but lies 
much more in the earnest work which it 
has performed for the city of its publi- 
cation and for the state and the entire 
south, , 

A public organ of opinion should be 
something more than a mere chronicler 
of dry events, or a retailer of the gossip 
which passes in different circles. It 
should constitute itself the mouthpiece 
of the people for whom it proposes to 
speak. While there exist legal organi- 
zations through which citizens levy 
taxes and attend to public - business, 
there are many great subjects in which 
they desire to find a common expression 
and a common defense or attack as the 

e may be. When the different com- 
munities of a section, interlinked by 
sympathy, wish to find expression, it 
can only be through a newspaper which 
fills the field in its broadest sense, and 
which constitutes itself to be at once 
their representative and their spokes- 
man. The Constitution, published in 
one of the great cities of the south, has 
always felt that it owed a duty of repre- 
sentation to its constituents. It has 
worked for everything which has had 
for its object the enlargement of the 
interests of the city of Atlanta, being 
the city of its publication. It has gone 
further than this, and whether the in- 
terest to be defended or promoted had 
its home in Macon, in Savannah, in Mont- 
gomery or in Charleston, it felt that the 
common pride of southern manhood and 
southern honor was at stake, and that 
it was its duty to uphold the cause 
with the same zeal ag though it might 
have been local to the city of Atlanta. 

In the latest exhibition of this spirit 
The Constitution has been moved by 
this same consideration. For thirty- 
five years the Unifed States had grown 
and prospered in spite of certain ad- 
verse conditions. Through all of this 
growth there was being developed a sec- 
tionalism which was cutting the south- 
ern states off from that full communion 
with those of the north and west which 
should have existed. It was in vain that 
the men who had followed Lee had 
returned to theimruined homes and built 
them up again; it was in vain that their 
sons had shown an energy and a skill 
in recuperation never before /witnessed 
in the history of the worhT, because in 
spite of all this there were those in the 
north and west who kept the line be- 
tween the sections well carmined with 
the hatred born of prejudice. Then the 
nation found itself in its hour of peril, 
with a foreign enemy to meet, and with 
possible fatal divisions at home, When 
the cal] to duty was sounded, the gal- 
lant men of the south answered in such 
number and with such enthusiasm ag to 
put their critics to shame, and to chal- 
lenge even the enthusiastic plaudits of 
the republican president, under whose 
view the whole matter came. 

Through that war, in which the gal- 
lant figure of an ex-confederate general 
was shown up in giant size,there came 
to the people of this whole country the 
realization of the fact that prejudice had 
been unjust, and. hence mén who had 
looked furtively at each other clasped 


hands and remembered that they were 
Americans. Under such circumstances, 
The Constitution advoeated a Peace Ju- 
bilee to be held in the city of Atianta; 
not for the local advantage of Atlanta; 
not for state advantage of Georgia, but 
for the advantage of the brave, chival- 
roug people of the south, scattered all 
the way from Virginia to Texas. The 
culmination of that Jubilee outgrew 
even the fondest anticipations of those 
who had planned it and carried it to 
success, and out of the Peace Jubilee 
grew a greater Peace Jubilee which cel- 
ebrated the coming together of the sec- 
tions. Peace at home, thank God; a 
peace which is to last forever, reminding 
one of that eloquent peroration of our 
immortal Ben Hill, when he declared 
in congress that “We are back in the 
house of our fathers, and we are back 
to stay!” 

When President McKinley, speaking 
from the dignity of his office, speaking 
for the great heart of the people who 
elected him to that office, declared 
that the time had come when there 
should no longer be division, and when 
American valor was the common heri- 
tage, no matter on what side it had been 
exhibited, there was accomplished a 
purpose for which The Constitution feels 
a just pride. 

In saying this much, we would not de- 
tract from the able work of other news- 
papers which have stood nobly in the 
breach and helped to educate public 
opinion, to inspire the people in times.

It seems certain that the Philippine 
question will cause some changes in 
the republican party. It is already an- 
nounced that Mr. Carnegie has been 
seeking an interview with Mr. Bryan, 
and there are other prominent republi- 
cans who manifest a willingness to 
place themselves under his leadership 
in this matter. 

There is no doubt about the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. This action will 
settle some matters, but it will not set- 
tle the vexing question presented by 
American occupation of the Philippines. 
When the treaty is ratified, the islands 
will cease to belong to Spain, but it does 
not follow as a matter of course that 
the United States is to hold them mere- 
ly as property and treat the inhabitants 
as vassals. A great many striking 
politi¢al* developments may be: looked 
for when this interesting question comes 
up for serious discussion. 

No democratic newspaper need antici- 
pate it by attempting to foreshadow 
particular phases of it, or by endeavor- 
ing to show the precise ground on which 
the party will align itself. It is suffi- 
cient to say that the party will stand 
now, as Of old, for constitutional govern- 
ment, for liberty and for freedom, and 
will measure all projects and adven- 
tures by the cardinal principles laid 
down by its founder. 

Wherefore, democrats need not be 
uneasy as to the outcome of the future, 
so far as the position of its leaders is 
concerned,

The Alabama Incident. 
In speaking of a recent incident, The 
Montgomery Advertiser has this to say: 


The censure of the Georgia legislature 
for alleged discourtesy to the Alabama 
solons may be all deserved, but it must be 
remembered that the Alabamians were very 
undecided as to their movements and very 
tardy in giving notice to the proper Georgia 
Officials. First they said they would go. 
Then when there was a, slight suggestion 
of getting pay while off on a frolic, there 
Was a sort of reconsideration and it was 
given out that the legislators would await 
the cOming of the president to Montgomery. 
Then another Ghange came over- their 
dreams and it Was resolved to leave here 
at & o’clock Thursday morning. 

' Long before the train could possibly have 
reached Atlanta the programme-for.the day 
had been entered upon, and it is hardly 


reasonable to have expected that the Geor-. 


gia legislators would put themselves out of 
the procession to await a body which 
seemed to be so undecided about its move- 
ments as the Alabama legislators had 
proven themselves. Altogether there was 
blame at both ends of the line. The Ala- 
bama legislature should have asked as to 
the most convenient time for arrival. At 
Atlanta a little more effort by the Geor- 
gians to look out for those who might ar- 
rive on the scene should have been made. 

The incident to which The Adver- 
tiser refers is one which has been ex- 
aggerated out of all proportion, ‘and 
avout which nothing should have been 
said. It was unfortunate that the Geor- 
gia legislature, not the Atlanta Jubilee 
Association, having invited the Alabama 
legislature to be its guest, did not take 
that sufficient and necessary precaution 
to await the coming of their visitors, 
and it can only be excused by what The 
Advertiser has related above, which is a 
similar dilatory spirit on the part of the 
Alabama legislature. This much hav- 
ing been said, the whole trouble having 
arisen out of incompleteness on both 
sides, there was No necessity for the im- 
portant character which it has been 
sought to give it.. The only purpose 
for such a controversy would be for 
Alabama to hold Georgia guilty of in- 
hospitality—something which we are 
sure is very far from the intention of 
the people of our sister state.

A Tribute to Jim Key. 

For several weeks the children of 
Atlanta, oth young and old, have been 
entertained by ‘‘beautiful Jim Key.” 

The fact that Jim Key is a horse does 
not militate against his power to please, 
nor the interest with which those who 
meet him regard him. But there is a 
lesson which it would be well for many 
people to learn from their equine friend, 
and that is the value of kindness to 
animals. The animal is the inseparable 
friend of man, performing his labor, 
adding to his delights and furnishing 
him with transportation. The horse, 
and we might also say the mule, can be 
trained by kindness to the performance 
of much more than is possible as a re- 
turn for unkind treatment. Here in 
our streets we see almost daily examples 
of cruelty to animals, until the hearts 
of peqple are shocked, and often the 
hand of the law hasto intervene for 
their protection. Dumb beasts, while 
more than earning their right to life and 
to kind treatment, are overworked, 
whipped and starved until it is a shame 
to our civilization. 

The efforts of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals excite 
too often ridicule rather than apprecia- 
tion. It is to be hoped that those who 
have met. Jim Key will have carried 
away with them a kinder regard toward 
animals, and will go forth resolved to do 
whatever may be in their power for the 
care of our dumb friends, 
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City Ownership in Great Britain. 

The cities and towns of Great Britain 
continue to make great progress in se- 
curing or assuming control of those 
public utilities which, in this country, 
for the most part, are controlled by pri- 
vate capital. The Constitution referred 
some time ago to the city of Glasgow, 
which owns and operates all its public 
utilities, doing so with such conspicu- 
ous guecess that its citizens have no 
municipal tax to pay. When there is 
a surplus in the treasury, as frequently 
happens, it is expended in the interest 
of the people. 

The development of this principle of 
municipal. ownership and contro] is re- 
sulting, as we have said,in great prog- 
ress. It embraces the ownership and 
control not only of street railroads, elec- 
tric and gas plants, water supply and 
telephones, but laundries, baths and ho- 
tels. Our consul at Liverpool, Mr. James 
Boyle, reports this development to the 
state department and gives some very 
interesting facts. 

A number of cities have built dwellings 
for workingmen. Property that has been 
condemned as unsanitary is bought by 
Liverpool, cleared up and mode! houses 
built thereon for the laboring classes. 
The same city hag built the finest sys- 
tem of public baths to be found in the 
kingdom. The municipal government 
has also taken possession of the electric 
lighting plant and the entire railway 
system. The corporation of St. Helens, 
close to Liverpool, and the center of the 
English chemical trade, is to establish a 
public street railway system which is 
to be leased to a company for operation 
under close restrictions as to fares. 

Consul Boyle’s report was made for 
the purpose of directing the attention 
of American electrical companies to the 
fact that the cities which own street 
railways in Great Britain are contem- 
plating the employment of electricity as 
the motive power; and he makes this 
significant remark: “As nearly every 
city or town of importance in Great 
Britain has such work under progress 
or in contemplation, it is unnecessary 
to give a list, and those interested can 
hardly go astray by addressing the city 
engineer of any large city in England or 
Scotland—and the same suggestion holds 
good, to a limited extent, for Irish and 
Welsh municipalities.” 

In this country, the idea of municipal 
ownership of public utilities has made 
very small advance as vet, though in 
the west there are some municipalities 
making progress in the matter. In: many 
cities of Great Britain, where the street 
railways are owned by the public, these 
properties are leased to companies 
which operate them and pay a certain 
sum into the public treasury quarterly 
for rental. The lease contract restricts 
the fares, and otherwise protects the 
patrons of the lines. 

A similar movement is sure, in the 
near future, to become the main feature 
of municipal progress. Signs of it are 
to be seen in Atlanta, though the matter 
has not, as yet, received any serious 
discussion; but it is in the west that 
this development igs to have its greatest 
impulse. Detroit has already set the 
ball f1 motion, and the furious protest 
of the citizens of Chicago against a re- 
newal of the charter of the street rail- 
way lines owned by Yerkes, is another 
significant fact. When conservative 
business men threaten to hang boodle 
aldermen to the lampposts:if they vote 
to renew the street railway charters, it 
may be taken for granted that some se- 
rious and far-reaching changes are 
afoot.

FACTS AND FIGURES 


The Southern Railway Company has ren- 
dered the people of this section valuable 
service in its recent superb publication, en- 
titled “The Empire of the South.” 

In this magnificent book the author, Mr. 
Frank Presbrey, gives a dazzling array of 
statistics concerning southern resources, 
industries and resorts, and he has called in 
the aid of numerous writers and artists to 
é6trengthen and embellish a notable and pic- 
turesque volume. 


The following general points in the intro- 
ductory pages of the book will be read 
with interest: 

The region called the south embraces a 
half-million square miles. It is four times 
greater than England, Ireland and Scot- 
land and more than seven times larger 
than the combined area of the New Eng- 
land states. Within its borders could be 
placed sixty-four states the size of Massa- 
chusetts, 

Its natural and material- wealth would 
enable it to support itself if it should be 
cut off from communication with the rest 
of the world. 

Between 1880 and 1890 the value of real 
and personal property in the south increas- 
ed from $6,448,000,000 to $9,621,000,000, a gain 
of 51 per cent, while the New England and 
middle states combined gained only 22 per 
cent. 

The per capita wealth of the south in- 
creased during this period 22 per cent, 
While the increase in New England was a 
little less than 2 per cent, and in the mid- 
dle states only 3 per cent. 

The value of farm property in the south 
in 1880 was $2,314,000,000 and in 1890 $8,182,000, - 
000, a gain of 37 per cent. The increase of 
farm values m all other sections was about 
30 per cent. 

In 1880 the total value of southern farm 
products was $666,000,000, against $1,555,000,000 
for the remainder of the country. In 1890 
the south produced $773,000,000, a gain of 
16 per cent, while the gain of the rest of 
the country was only 9 per cent. 


In the south there was a gross revenue 
of 24.1 per cent on the capital inveted in 
farm interests, while in all other sections 
the gross revenue was 13.1 per cent. 

The south in 1890 had $257,244,000 invested 
in manufacturing, and in 1890 she had $657. 
288,000, a gain of 156 per cent, while the 
gain of the rest of the country was about 
121 per cent. 

The value of southern manufactured prod- 
ucts in 2880 was $457,454,000. In 189) it was 
$917,589,000, a gain of 100 per cent. 

In 1830 the south paid her factory hands 
$75,917,000 in wages; in 1890 they received 
$222,118 ,000. 

The south had $21,976,000 invested in cotton 
manufacturing in 1880, and in 1890 she had 
$61,100,000, and now she has about $125,000,000. 

The railroad mileage of the south has in- 
creased since 1880 more than 25,000 miles, 
and more than §$1,000,000,000 has been spent 
in building new roads and improving old 
ones. 

In 1880 the south made 289,216 tons of pig 
iron. In 1897 she made 1,796,712 tons. In 
1880 the value of the product was $7,269,050. 
In 1897 it was about $26,592,719. 

The resources of the nationa] banks of 
the south increased from $29,337,700 in 18s0 
to $287,594,604 in 1897, and the amount of 
individual deposits from $69,846,560 to $160,- 
$75,309. These figures are exclusive of sav- 
ings banks, in Which the deposits increased 
proportionately. 

Mr. Presbrey then proceeds to give some 
equally encouraging statistics tn regard to 
Gur coal, timber, granite, marble, gold, 
fruit, tobacco and other products. 

He estimates that by 1920 the south will 
have to produce 16,000,000 bales of cotton 
annually to supply the world’s demand, 
and at the existing per capita production 
this section will have to add 11,000,000 to its 
population in the next twenty years. 

Twenty-two large and profusely jllustrat- 
ed pages are dewoted to Georgia, and Ate 
lanta looms up splendidly in the description 


written by Mr. Frank Weldon, of The Con-,

Other reputable and prospermis 
banks and loan companies in the city have 
a capital of upward of $1,000,000.""

Title Claimed to One-Fighteenth Interest 
in Land Lot Eighty-Four 


1S WHOLLY WITHIN CITY LIMITS 


‘Property Is Between Peachtree and 
Marietta Streets and Is a Dense- 
ly Populated Section—Legal 
Fight Involves Large 
Amount. 


Suit was filed in the clerk’s office yester- 
day by the attorneys of Reuben C. Hay- 
den against 350 persons owning property in 
‘land jot eighty-four of the fourteenth dis- 
trict of Flulton county. Hayden brings his 
suit to recover a one-eighteenth interest, 
which he claims he owns by virtue of a 
title his mother, Mrs. Harriet E. Hayden, 
had to the property. 

The petition also asks for the mesne 
profits of the property for each year since 
title passed from his ancestor. The names of 
fifty-seven defendants were filed in the 
record office yesterday and it is stated that 
more will be filed today. 

Land lot eighty-four, which is the proper- 
ty involved in the litigation, lies wholly 
within the corporate limits of the city. It 
runs from Luckie street out Broad to 
Peachtree and West Peachtree to Simpson 
street, and extends as far west as Marietta 
street. It is composed almost entirely of 
residences and includes a vast portion of 
the densely populated part of the city. 
There are 202% acres. 

The first owner of the property was Rob- 
ert Marsh, who received a grant from the 
state of Georgia in 1834. Robert Marsh sold 
to Jacob Merchant in 1834. In 1835 Merchant 
sold to Cone. Reuben Cone died intestate in 
1847, leaving as his only heir-at-law his wife. 
Mrs. Lucinda Cone, and his daughter, Har- 
riet E. Hayden, formerly Harriet E. Cone, 
‘who was the wife of J. A. Hayden. His 
wife afterwards married W. H. Underwood. 

By virtue of his marita] rights J. A. 
Hayden became the owner of the one-half 
interest of Rjs wife in the land lot, and

dren. Reuben C. Hayden, the plaintiff, is 
one of the eight children of J. A. Hayden 
and Harriet E. Hayden.

GRIP INCREASES IN NEW YORK. 


' Death Rate for Four Days Has Been 


Unusually Heavy. 

“lew York, December 22.—The epidemic 
of grippe is still in marked evidence. 
There was one less death from influenza 
in the boroughs of Manhattan and the 
bronx for the statistical day ending at 
noon than were reported for the previous 
day, but on the other. hand there were 
just as many from bronchitis and more 
from pneumonia. 

Many of the recent deaths from pneu- 
monia have been indirectly due to the 
grippe. Furthermore, physicians say that 
the prevalence of the grippe with the con- 
sequent genera] weakening of the system 
causes an increase in mortality in all lines. 
She deaths from ail causes reported today 
numbered sixteen more than the day be- 
fore, oe ; 

During the last four days, according to 
Dr. Rodger Tracey, registrar of records of 
the heaith department, the deaths from 
all causes have been 530. This-is a daily 
average of 13244. There are 381 sick police- 
men today, as against 368 the day before. 

Washington, December 22.— From tha 
number of persons connected with the 
various government departments and large 
commercial houses who are ill, 1t is appar- 
ent that grippe is playing an important 
part in the present health conditions in 
Washington. 

Of the 3,000 emloyees of the government 
printing office, 272 were away on sick leave 
today, and of the 2,000 in the bureau of 
engraving and printing 235 were reported 
ill). Throughout the other branches of the 
government service the proportion of ab- 
sentees on account of illness is unusually 
large even at this time of the year. 

Many of the large stores which are now 
in the midst of their busiest season are 
very much short of ‘help, due to the lafge 
sick roll. The damp, rainy weather of the 
past four days has been especially con- 
ducive to the spread of the disease. 


Making It Harder for France. 


Pekin, December 22.—The United States 
minister here, Edwin H. Congo, ‘has en- 
tered a protest against the proposed ex- 
tention of French jurisdiction at Shanghai. 
This, added to the vigorous British protest 
on the same subject, will undoubtedly stif- 
fen Chinese resistance to the French de- 
mand, but. unless the Chinese are sustained 
they will be compelled eventually to yield.

SENSATIONS OF A GHOST. 


Two Men Who Died and Then Came to 
Life. 

“Speaking of strange experiences,” said 
the professor as the party sat chatting 
over their after dinner cigars, ‘‘if you care 
to hear it, I wiil tell you how it seems to 
die. My uncle, Dr. J. S. Long, one of the 
prominent physicians of St. Louis, told me 
years ago. The man that died was an 
Irishman named Patrick Flaherty.

To his 
utter amazement he found the Irishman 
alive and on the road to recovery the next 
morning. In reply to his question as to 
why he had not died during the night as 
he should have done, Pat said:

About 8 o’clock last nigtt 
I fell back on the bed utterly exhausted 
and soon became unconscious. How long 
I remained so I don’t know, but the next 
thing I knew I felt myself falling on the 
‘floor, Which I struck with a bound. I look- 
ed toward the bed and saw that my body 
lay there stiff and apparently dead, while 
my wife Knelt beside it crying. 
at my new. body and saw it 
and clothed like my old body. I did not 
feel a bit sorry to see the old man lying 
on tthe bed, and never felt so well in all 
my life as I did then.

‘“‘Well, we'll have the wake tonight I'll 
have my man get the pipes and tobacco, 
send Tom Johnson after the whisky and 
my boy will go round and give the invites.”’ 
And so she started the ball a-rolling and 
in less than two hours we ‘had a packed 
house and the room full of smoke. 

‘* ‘Before the people came in I floated up 
and took my seat on one of the crossbeams, 
watching the proceedings... I noticed that 
I was still attached to my old body by 
something which looked like a string. Sev- 
eral times I called out to Bridget to cut 
the string and let me go, but she did not 
seem to hear me. What seemed more cu- 
rious to me, I did not want any of the 
whisky nor to smoke, and it made me mad 
when Tim Cragan tried to pour some whis- 
ky down my dead throat and then stuck 
a pipe in my mouth. 

‘**Along toward morning I felt the string 
pulling me toward the bed. When I had 
reached the bed I became unconsetous 
again and the next thing I remember was 
when I opened my eyes and looked around, 
asking the one nearest me for a_ drink. 
When they saw that I was alive the people 
fell over each other in trying to get out 
of the house, Soon Bridget came to me 
and, acted like a woman whose husband 
had come to life, and we’ve been waiting 
to see you.’ 

“That finishes the Irishman’s story, but 
if you like I will tell you of another man 
who -had a similar experience, which is 
more satisfactory, because he was intelli- 
gent enough to watch the changes and 
report them when he returned to conscious- 
ness. This incident happened to one Dr. 
Warren, a physician of Columbus, O., 
about twenty years ago. I will give you 
tie facts us they were related to me by one 
of the members of the Society for Physical 
Research. Dr, Warren, when in full pos- 
session of ‘his faculties, appeared to come 
to the moment of death in the last stage 
of typhus fever. Before the final lapse 
into unconsciousness, he discussed with 
his friends the question of immortality. 
His voice failed and his strength weakened, 
and as a last effort, he stiffened his legs. 
He lay for thours as dead; the church bell 
rung for his death. A needle was thrust 
into various parts of his body from the 
feet to the hips without having any effect. 
He was pulseless for a long time, and for 
nearly half an thour he appeared absolutely 
dead. While his body was lying in this 
death-like trance this soul was disengag- 
ing itself from its earthly tabernacle. This 
is the account he gave of his sensations: 

***T woke up out of unconsciousness into a 
state of conscious existence and discovered 
that the sou] was in the bedy, but not of it. 
With all the interest of a physician, I be- 
held the wonders of my bodily anatomy, in- 
timately interwoven with which, even tissue

tor tissne, was I, the living soul of that 


dead body. I learned that the epidermis was 
the outside boundary of the ultimate tis- 
sues, so to speak, of the soul. I realized my 
condition, and reasoned calmly thus: I have 
died, as men term death, and yet I am as 
much a man as ever. I am about to get 
out of fhe body. I watched the interesting 
process of the scparation of soul and body. 

““By some power, apparently not my 
own, the ego was rocked to and fro, latter- 
ly, as a cradle is rocked, by which process 
Its connection with the tissues of the body 
Was broken up. After a little time the later- 
al motion ceased, and along the soles of the 
feet, beginning at the toes, passing rapidly 
to the heels, I felt and heard, as it seemed, 
the snapping of innumerable small cords. 
When this was accomplished, I began slow- 
ly to retreat from the feet toward the head 
as a rubber cord shortens. I remember 
reaching the hips and saying to myself, 


*‘Now there is no life below the hips.’’ I can } 


recall no memory of passing through the 
abdomen or chest, but recollect distinctly 
when my whole self was collected in the 
head, when I reflected thus: I am all in the 
head now, and I shall soon be free. I passed 
around the brain as if I were hollow, com- 
pressing it and its membranes slightly on 
all sides toward the center, and peeped out 
between the sutures of the skull, emerging 
like the flattened edges of a bag of mgm- 
branes. [ recollect distinctly how I ap- 
peared to myself something like a jellyfish 
as regards color and form. As I emerged 


from the head I floated up and down, and. a 
latterly like a soap bubble attached to the : P@7y on its 


bowl of a pipe, until I at last broke loose 
from the body and fell lightly to the floor, 
where I slowly rose and expanded into the 
full stature of a man, I seemed to be trans- 
slucent, of a bluish cast. 

‘I fled toward the partially opened door, 
but upon reaching the door I turned and 
faced the company. As I did so my left 
elbow came in contact with the arm of one 
of two gentlemen standing in the door. 
To my surprise, his arm passed through 
mine without apparent resistance, the sev- 
ered parts closing again without pain, as 
air reunites, I looked quickly up at his face 
to see if he had noticed the contact, but he 
gave me no sign—only stood and gazed 
toward the couch I had just left. I direct- 
ed my gaze in the direction of his, and saw 
my own dead body. 

‘I saw a number of persons sitting and 
standing about the body, and particularly 
noticed two women, apparently kneeling by 
my left side, and I knew that they were 
weeping. I have since learned that they 
were my wife and my sister, but I had no 
conception -of individuality, Wife, sister 
and friend were all as one to me. I did 
not remember any conditions of relation- 
ship; at least, I did not think of any. I 
could distinguish sex, but nothing more. 
Not one lifted her eyes from my body. 

I turned and passed out by the open door 
inclining my head and Watching where I 
set my feet as I stepped down onto the 
porch. I crossed the porch, descended the 
steps, walked down the path and into the 
street. There I stopped and looked about 
me. I never saw that street more dis- 
tinctly than I. saw it then. I took note 
of the redness of the soil and of the washes 
the rain had made. I took a rather pa- 
thetic look about me, like one who is about 
to leave his home tor a long: time.. Then I 
discovered that 1 had become larger than 
1 was in earth life, and congratulated my- 
seif thereupon. l was somewhat smalier 
in the body than I just liked to be, but in 
the next life, 1 thought, 1 am to pe as l 
desired. My clothes, I noticed, had ac- 
commodated themselves to my increased 
Stature, and I fell tojwondering where they 
came trom and how they got on me so 
quickly and without my knowledge. 1 ex- 
amined the fabric and judged it 10 be some 
kind of Scotch material—a good suit, I 
thought, but not handsome; still, neat and 
good enough. The coat fits loosely, too, 
and that it is well for summer. ‘How well 
I feel,’’ I thought. “Only a few minutes 
ago I was horribly sick and distressed. 
Then came that change called death, which 
I have so much dreaded. It is past now, 
and here am I, still a man, alive and 
thinking—yes, thinking as clearly as ever 
and how well I feel!” ?’ 

“In the exuberance of my joy at the 
thought that I would never be sick again 
I danced In high glee. I then noticed that 
I could see the back of my coat with the 
my old body, while my sipirtual 
eyes were looking forward. 1 discovered 
that a small cord, like the thread of a 
spider's web, ran from my shoulders back 
to my body and was attached to it 
base of the neck in front. Then I passed 
through the air upheld by a pair of hands 
which I could feel pressing lightly on by 
sides. I traveled at a swift but pleasant 
rate of speed until I arrived on a narrow 
but well-built roadway inclined upward 
at an angle of 25 degrees. It was about as 
far above the treetops as it was below the 
clouds. The roadway seemed to have no 
support, but was built of milky quartz 
and white sand. Feeling very lonely I 
looked for a companion, and as a man dies 
every twenty seconds, I thought I ought 
nat to have long to wait before some one 
would travel my way. gut I could see 
no one. At last, when I was beginning to 
feel. miserable, a face full of ineffable love 
and tenderness appeared to me. Right in 
front of me I saw three prodigious rocks 
brocking the road. A voice spoke to me 
from a thunder cloud, saving: ‘‘This is the 
road to the eternal world; once you pass 
them and you can no more return to the 
body.” There were four entrances, one 
very dark: the other three led tnto a enol, 
quiet and beautiful country. I desired to 
zo in. but when I reached the exact cen- 
ter of the rock I was suddenly stopped. I 
became unconscious. again, and when I 
awoke I was Iving in my bed, I awoke to 
consciousness and soon recovered.’ 

“This narrative was written’ out by the 
doctor eight weeks after the thing occurreé, 
but he told the story to those at the bed- 
ride as soon as he revived, The doctor 
who attended him said that the breath 
was absolutely extinct far as he could 
observe, and every syvmntom marking the 
patient“as dead was present.” .

a Will. 


WILL LOCATE IN ATLANTA 


Has Had Eight Years’ Experience as a 
Chicago Barber. 


WER HEART IS STOUT; HER RAZOR SHARP 


Is Confident She Will Succeed in At- 
lanta and Will Make Determined 
Effort To Secure V’ork. 


Pretty Jessie Neilsen wants to ply her 
trade as barber in Atlanta. So far she has 
failed in her attempts to obtain a position 
in the local shops, but she is a miss with 
a will of her own, as determined as she is 
petite, and announces that ghe will shave 
the stubble growth from the chins of men, 
singe or cut their hair in faultless fashion, 
and shampoo their heads into a respectable 
condition, before she shakes the dust of the 
city from the tips of her pretty brown 
shoes. 

Miss Neilsen is confident that she can 
give the men of Atlanta as satisfactory 
work as they receive from the masculine 
barbers, and all she desires is to become 
established in one of the local shops. 

Miss Neilsen is not the first woman bar- 
ber to arrive in Atlanta. Years ago there 
was a shop on Broad street, in the place 
now occupied by High’s store, but the wo- 
men who conducted it are said not to have 
been unusually expert with their razors. 
This was all right for a time, but the men 
s00n discovered that cuts inflicted by 
feminine hands burned and bled as much as 
those administered by male barbers, while 
the women held their razors at such an 
angle as to’shave off skin as well as beard. 
This state of affairs was not satisfactory, 
and the customers gradually returned to 
the male barber 

Miss Neilsen, however, is not such a 
barber as the women who were here former- 
ly. She has had eight years experience as 
a practical barber, and has been forewoman 
of a Chicago shop, where an immense busi- 
ness was done. She does not hope to re- 
tain her customers through the fact that 
she is a woman. 

She says that once in her chair the men 
will know that she is a barber of experience, 
and she will enter into competition wjth 
male barbers. she announces she will win 
because she is a better barber than the 
majority of men. Miss Neilsen is a grad- 
uate of a Chicago tonsoria]l school, and 
after receiving her diploma, plied her trade 
for eight years in Chicago. From that city 
She came direct to Atlanta, and will re- 
main here for the present. 

She is not depressed by her failure to 
obtain work. She says she has moncy 
enough to last her for the present, and 
when her pocketbook is depleted she will 
go to some other city. 

Miss Neilsen, as her name implies, is of 
Danish origin, and is a pretty type of that 
sturdy people. She has flaxen hair and a 
very fair complexion with angular features. 
When her parents died a number of years 
ago, leaving Miss Neilsen with a younger 
Sister to support, the young girl—she is 
still quite young—thought of becoming a 
barber as a means of providing support for 
herself and sister, and she at once entered 
& tonsorial school. 

Women as barbers were a rarity at that 
time, although in the north they have now 
become quite common, and Miss Neilsen 
earned a good living for both herself and 
her sister. Later she taught her sister the 
trade, and the two sisters are now in differ- 
ent portions of the country, each plying the 
same trade. 

Miss Neilsen is confident that she will be 
able to make a living in Atlanta, and will 
make a determined effort to’ obtain a posi- 
tion in one of the local shops.

SUSPECTED THIEF 
RESISTS OFFICERS 


Rough-and-Tumble Fight Takes Placa in 
Decatur Street Barroom. 


MR. ED COOK ARRESTS NEGRO 


Negro Was Engaged, It Is Believed, 
in Selling Stolen Goods. 


OFFICER SHEPPARD ARRIVES IN TIME 


Negro Who Gave His Name as Green 
Jackson Was Badly Battered 
Up in the Fight. 


One of the roughtest-and most desperate 
fights in which tthe police have taken part 
in some days occurred in a saloon just 
above the corner of Ivy on Decatur screet 
last night at 10 v’clock. 

Passing the saloon, Ed Cook, the clerk 
of the detective department at the bar- 
racks, heard a loud noise in the rear of the 
piace as if a number of men were engaged 
in a dispute. The special officer strolled 
into the to find out the cause of 
the disturbance, and found there a burly 
negro dressed in tattered clothes selling 
goods of various kinds to the men who had 
congregated in the place. 

The sight of the fellow at once aroused 
suspicion and Mr. Cook engaged him in 
conversation to ascertain where he had ob- 
tained the goods he was selling. ‘The an- 
swers of the negro were not satisfactory 
and the snecial officer placed him under ar- 
rest. 

As socn as the negro saw there was no 
escape for iim he began to abuse Cook. 
and when the latter caught hold of him 
to hx the ‘thandeuffs on his wrist the sus- 
pected man jumped away and attacked the 
officcr. For five minutes the negro and 
the special officer fought in the back of 
the saloon, while the unwilling spectators 
to the struggle did all they eould to as- 
sist the officer. The man was too strong 
for them and with viciuus lunges he broke 
away trom the hands that momentarily 
held him. ° 

One of the men in the saloon ran out and 
called Officer Jim Sheppard, who was stand- 
ing only a few feet from the entrance of 
the place, but unconscious of the desperate 
fight that was taking place in the rear of 
the store. 

Officer Sheppard responded at once and

with his assistance the negro was thrown | 


to the floor and handcuffed. Before the man 
was subdued it was necessary for Officer 
Sheppard to pull his pistol, and at the 
Sight of the weapon the hegro gave up at 
once. 

Arriving at the police barracks the negro 
gave his name as Green Jackson and was 
escorted to a cell, where he will be kept 
until the time for his trial. 

Jackson was in a dilapidated condition 
when he reached the station, with his head 
bleeding from the blows that had been dealt 
by the officers. A number of valuables were 
found on his person, including a large 
amount of money, and the Officers believe 
they have one of a gang of house breakers 
that have been looting stores in the city 
for the past few months. 

At the time Mr. Cook entered the saloon 
the negro was reaping a harvest from the 
goods that were in his possession, having 
sold a large number of articles to the men 
around him. From the desperate manner in 
which he resisted arrest and the fight he 
put up for freedom, the police believe that 
he is an important catch and an effort will 
be made to learn something of his charac- 
ter today. 
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NEGROES TO HOLD CONFERENCE. 


Bishop Walters Has Called a Conven- 
tion for December 29th. 

New York, December 22.-—A call was is- 
sued today by Bishop Alexander Walters, 
president of the national Afro-American 
council, for a convention of colored people, 
under the auspicts of the council, at Wash- 
ington on December 29th. All organizations 
having for their object the amelioration of 
the condition of the Afro-American race 
are invited to send delegates. 

The objects of the conference, as announc- 
od, are: 

To raise funds for the prosecution of 
{ynching part:es and to test the cons.itut on- 
rliity or the laws in some soutnern states 
disfranchising negroes; to. resist political 
and business discrimination ,against the 
negro; to secure the better treatment of 
convicts; to secure appropriations for 
schoo] funds in southern states; to encour- 
age industrial and higher education and to 
‘recommend a healthy emigration from ter- 
ror ridden sections of our land to more law- 


abiding sections.” 


NEGRO STABS CLERK: 


WOUND 15 SERIOUS 


Henry Crow, a Clerk in Brotherton’s 
Store, Cut Yesterday Morning. 


JOE BYRD UNDER ARREST 


Fight Took Place in the Back of the 
Store in Sight of Clerks. 


BYRD APPEARS BEFORE THE RECORDER 


Negro Declares That He Was Assault- 
ed by Mr. Crow and Drew His 
Knife in Self Defense. 


Henry W. Crow, a clerk in the dry goods 
house of Captain W. H. Brotherton, at the 
corner of Whitehall and Mitchell streets, 
was dangerously and perhaps fatally stab- 
bed yesterday morning in a fight with Joe 
Byrd, a negro, who works at Captain Broth- 
erton’s home, 

At a late hour last night the wounded 
man, who was carried to the home of his 
sister, at 121 Simpson street, was consid- 
ered in a very precarious condition, and 
the physician in attendance considered it 
doubtful whether the injured man would 
recover. 

The fight occurred in the back of the store 
and was seen by a number of clerks in 
the place, all of whom rushed to the as- 
sistance of Crow, but reached the spot too 
late to stop the knife. Shortly after il 
o’clock the negro, Joe Byrd, reached the 
Brotherton store with Captain Brotherton’s 
dinner and carried it to the back of the 
room to lay the dinner out on the table 
used for that purpose. 

On the table Henry Crow was at work 
making dusters and had in his hand a 
small tack hammer, with which he was 
putting the pieces of the duster together. 

From the statement of one of the clerks 
before Judge Calhoun yesterday afternoon, 
Byrd asked Crow to take his materials off 
the table and make room for Captain 
Brotherton’s dinner. It: appears that the 
negro used improper language to Crow, 
and an altercation began. Byrd stated 
that Crow proceeded to beat him over the 
head with the hammer he had in his hand, 
and that he took out his knife only to 
defend himself from the assault. 

Captain Brotherton stated that he saw 
Crow beating the negro with the hammer, 
althougthh he could not tell who had given 
the first blow. 

Byrd pulled out a dull knife and stabbed 
Crow in the side, making a dangerous, 
but not fatal wound. 

When the clerks in the store reached the 
place, in the back of the store where the 
fight was taking place, Crow had Byrd 
down at the foot of the steps running to 
the second story and was pounding him 
with the tack hammer he had in his pos- 
session. It was evident that Byrd had 
used the Knife on his adversary some mo- 
ments before the people in the store reach- 
ed them. Captain Brotherton at the time, 
according to ‘his statement, wag standing 
at a desk in the eenter of the store and 
his attention was attracted to the fight 
only by the cries that escaped from Crow 
and Byrd. The two men were separated 
and a carriage was called at once for 
Crow, who was seen to be in a serious 
condition. The officer on the beat, Police- 
man Herd, was notified, and Byrd, who had 
experienced no bad results from the pound- 
ing over the head, was taken in charge and 
carried to the police barracks. 

Crow staggered to the front of the store 
and fell in a chair, where everything pos- 
sible was done for him. A physician was 
summoned and an examination of the 
wound showed that the blade had pene- 
trated the side several inches, causing a 
serious wound. The physician was of the 
Opinion at first that the cut had not en- 
tered any vital part of the body, being lo- 
ated between the ribs on the right side. 
Late last night the man was resting well, 
but it was feared that complications would 
arise that would seriously affect his con- 
dition. ° 

Byrd in Court. 

Joe Byrd was taken “by Polleeman Herd 
to the barracks and lodged in a cell. The 
man was brought before the recorder at 
the session of the court yesterday after- 
noon, it not being known at the time that 
Crow was so dangerously cut. 

Byrd, in his statement to the recorder, 
said that he was attending to his business 
and asked Crow to take this goods away 
from the counter, where Captain Brother- 
ton’s dinner was to be served. Byrd stated 
that Crow cursed thim and struck him over 
the head with the hammer he had in his 
hand, and he, Byrd, then used nis Knife in 
self-defense. 

One of the clerks in the store who saw 
the fight stated to the court that Byrd 
used insulting language to Crow and final- 
ly cursed him. Who struck the first blow 
did not come out in the evidence+ before 
the recorder. Upon the statement of Po- 
liceman Herd that Crow.was in a danger- 
ous condition, the recorder decided not to 
proceed with the case further, but hold the 
prisoner in order to find out the exact con- 
dition of the wounded man. 

j It is probable that the case will come 
up before Judge Calhoun this morning. 
and if so, the judge will in al! probability 
bind Byrd over to the city court for as- 
sault with intent to murder,

According to the contract, the sixty miles 
of track from Harriman to Monterey, 
which was originally graded by the old 
Tennessee Central Company, will be com- 
pleted, connecting with the Nashville and 
Knoxville road, which is owned by the 
Crawfords. The gap between Nashville and 
Lebanon will be supplied by the branch of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
road, a through line to New York and the 
east being thus established Ly September 
lst, as Colonel Baxter stated.

NASHVILLE’S NEW 


President Jere Baxter Says That It 
Will Be Completed Next Year. 
“By September 1, 1899, passengers for 
New York and the east can go from Nash- 
ville by way of Harriman and the Tennes- 
see Central,’’ says President Jere Baxter, 

of the Tennessee Central railroad. 
The contract for the construction of the

It was charged by the commis- 
S:on that the railroads charged more on 
freight from the Ohio river to Carters- 
ville, Adairsvile and Marietta than to At- 
lanta, the haul from the river to Atlanta 
being greater than frora the river points to 
the loca] stations named. 

Tinis was alleged by the commission to 
be unjust discrimination against the local 
points and in violation of the inter-state 
commerce law. 

The railroads argued that they were jus- 
tifled in making the less charge to At- 
lanta berause of jntense competition and 
this competition, they Geclared, created 
dissimilar conditions. 

Judge Newman, in rendering his decis!on, 
sustained the contention of the raiiroads, 
and quoted at length from the decision of 
the United States supreme court in the 
Alabama Midland case. In that case the 
supreme court said that comypaeatition be- 
tween railroads might create dissimilar 
conditions which would justify a less 
charge for a long haul than fora short one. 
Judge Newman was of the opinion that 
the competition between the Ohio river 
gateways and Atlanta justified the roads 
in reducing their through rates to this 
city. 

The commission appealed the case, and 
it was argued this week in New Orleans. 
The court will deliver its opinion later.

LONDON STARTED THE BUYING 


Arbitrage Houses Conspicuous All Day 
as Purchasers of Their Special- 
ties—Federal Steel Leader. 


New York, December 22.—The market 
rontinued today its upward movement on a 
tremendous volume of business second only 
‘to the record made one day last week. Lon- 
don traded both ways, her purchases and 
sales being larger than for a long time. 
On balance it is estimated that over 35,000 
shares were taken for London account. 
Denver and Rio Grande preferred was a 
favorite in Loth markets on predictions of 
a 2 per cent dividend, which later material- 
ized. Union Pacific issues were absorbed 
on rising prices for both foreign and do- 
mestic accounts.

DUE TO BAD WEATHER. 


Admitted Everywhere Weather Has 
Reduced Extreme Crop Estimate. 
Messrs. Hubbard Bros. & Co., in their 

weekly cotton letter, say: 

“As usual when we approach the énd of 
a year the general] tendency is to refrain 
from entering into new engagements and 
to close outstanding contracts which show 
profits. This custom is given as the reason 
for the reaction which has occurred in Liv- 
erpool, by the recent buyers of cotton who 
maintain their belief in the ultimate effect 
on values of the bad weather throughout 
the south upon the quantity as well as the 
quality of the crop, It is everywhere admit- 
ted that the weather has reduced the ex- 
treme crop estimates current during the 
latter part of October, though it can also 
be stated that the estimates of the crop 
still point to the addition of a further quan- 
tity of cotton to the existing surplus at the 
end of ‘the season. Therefore the question 
of value must be met with the Knowledge 
that at the present time the estimates of 
the yield do not indicate any reduction in 
the supply for the current year. Estimates 
of the yield may be further reduced during 
January and alter this position, but we con- 
a it well to fully realize the present out- 
look. 

“In America the cotton manufacturing in- 
dustries are feeling the improvement in 
general trade and the increase in the specu- 
lative demand for their goods. A better tone 
is also reported from Germany and France; 
BO it may be stated that the spinning in- 
dustry will increase its consumption aboye 
that of the spinners of Great Hritain. as 
the spinners here still pursue the methods 
which in 1890-1892 resulted so disastrously 
to the spinning interests of Great Britain. 

“Assuming therefore, that our markets 
are assured of a full demand for consump- 
tion and for further addition to mill stocks. 
the question of values will be determined 
by the confidence felt among speculators, as 
to the probability of a reduction in the yield 
next season, which will reduce the surplus 
supply, for it is to merchants and specu- 
lators not directly connected with the cot- 
ton market, that the trade. must look for 
assistance in carrying forward the surplus 
from two large crops. Should there be a 
further reduction in crop estimates within 
the next month, speculation now awakening 
throughout the world will come into cotton 
because of its relatively low value. On the 
other hand if estimates are not again re- 
feuced we must look for an investment de- 
manded which will absorb the surplus, with 
confidence in a reduction of the yield next 
season. 

“A realization of these conditions has 
caused Manchester to withdraw from the 
market, as, having secured a large number 
of profitable forward contracts which have 
been protected in various channels, the 
spinners are quite prepared to wait for evi- 
dence of a change in crop policy throughout 
the south, which they doubt can be sue- 
cessfully carried out. The effect of the re- 
cent advance was to largely eliminate the 
short interest among southern shippers, 
while the relatively greater advance here 
as compared with Liverpvol should attract 
shipments to this market. We trust the 
New Year will be more prosperous to all 
connected with the cotton trade than have 
been the past two seasons.”’

Chicago, December 22.—Corn, today, again 
led the markets on ’change, and at the end 
of an unusually active session, showed an 
advance of 3-S8c, the ruling price being the 
highest for many months. Wet weather, 
strong cables and an excellent foreign de- 
nand caused heavy buying. Wheat was in- 
fluenced a good deal by corn but heavy 
realizing prevented any advance, the market 
closing Wwe lower. Oats advanced 1-8. Pro- 
visions were very strong, and closed ic to 
we higher. 

The opening in wheat was at a shade un- 
der yesterday's closing prices, May starting 
at 6734@67 3-se. It sold almost immediately 
at 67 7-Sc. Yesterday’s sharp advance caused 
a good deal of profit taking. The demand 
both from local traders and from the out- 
side was unusually good, however, and of- 
ferings were soon absorbed. The demand 
continuing good, prices advanced steadily, 
May reaching 68%c. Commission houses were 
heavy buyers, indicating a broadening in- 
terest in the market. But a perfect flood of 
selling was caused ty the advance. Offer- 
ings were so heavy that the large demand 
was insufficient to prevent a break, and the 
price tell to 684¢c, almost as fast as it pre- 
viously had risen. For some time following 
the decline the market showed considerable 
nervousness, and prices fluctuated rapidly. 
Trade in the meantime also slackened. Be- 
fore noon another sharp advance took place, 
influenced partly by the firmness in corn 
and partly by strong continental cables. ac- 
companied by reports of better demand in 
foreign markets.

The wheat market opened with the wheat 
position very much mixed and the advices 
for and against a further advance appa- 
rently very evenly divided. The very small 
shipments for the week from other coun- 
tries and the falling off in total receipts in 
Europe, coupled with further reports of 
damage to the Argentine crop from con- 
tinued rains. are the main bull features, 
with advances in cabled quotations and re- 
sponsive home markets and the commission 
house reports of increased speculative in- 
terest. The unexpectedly large increase 


in the visible supply was a damper on the 
bull ardor, seconded as it was by spring 
Wheat receipts in the northwest nearly dou- 
ble a year ago figures, and the almost en- 
tire absence of foreign demand. In place 
Of a stock expected to show under 25,000,000, 
the visible stands at over 30,000,000. Either 
figure appears small enough in comparison 
With former years, but with receipts main- 
tained and the prospect that early January 
will show up the small export engage- 
ments of the present month, tha@e is like- 
lihood that some time may yet elapse be- 
fore present reserves will be drawn upon. 
The situation in the United Kingdom seems 
easier for the moment with an estimated 
Increase of considerably over a million 
bushels for the week in available stocks 
deduced from estimated consumption, im- 
ports and farmers’ deliveries. The strong 
side of the situation is seen when contem- 
plating the small contributions from Rus- 
sia and the Danube. Total shipments of 
wheat from July Ist have within a week 
exceeded the tigures for the corresponding 
period in 1895, but are still 15,000,000 to 25,- 
000,000 behind 1896 and 1897. So far for the 
present season Russia is 27,000,000 behind in 
its shipments compared with a year ago, 
and during this period the Danubian pro- 
Vinces have exported 9,000,000 compared 
with 36,000,000 in 1896. The belief, however, 
is firmly established that there is an abun- 
dance of wheat in the world if not in sight, 
and crop reports from the small exporting 
countries along the Mediterranean coast 
and in the southern hemisphere came in 
with unformly increased estimates of yield. 
The European visible supply stands at 55,- 
000.000 bus! Oompared with 65,000,000 a 
year ago, but at home and abroad the in- 
visible supplies will be the uncertain factor 
with more than usual influence.

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WOMEN LOVE JEWELS.

“That the ways of woman are devious | 


verily,”” doth the whole world say, and that 
no two women are alike, is just as true, 
but there are those characteristics, those 
likes and dislikes, that all women possess 
and vpon which man may count as being 
the possession not of every other one, but 
every woman he meets—and that is, they 
all admire jewels. . 

It makes no difference how practical a 
woman may be, how much she may sacri- 
fice the ornamental for the useful, when 


she and the frivolous woman who may, 


sacrifice the useful and practical for the 
ornamental meet they unite in the natural- 
ly feminine admiration for jewels. The 
frivolous woman will adjust her lorgnettes, 
and gazing intently at a sparkling gem, 
exclaim, “How dazzling! 
while the practical woman, drawing her 
spectacles from a leather bag, will agree 
with ‘her frivolous sister in that one thing 
if no other, and acquiesce: “How beautiful 
it is.”

as the one who does not care for admira- 
tion. 
No matter how large her collection may 
be or how old she is, a man seldom makes 
a mistake by giving @ woman a jewel, es- 
pecially a ring or a brooch or similar orna- 
ments. The old grandmother's eyes will 
‘sparkle as brightly over such a gift as will 
the sixteen-year-old girl opening Christmas 
presents and finding a sparkling gem from 
her ‘‘best beloved.”’ 

But with their fondness for jewels, there 
are few women who appreciate that there 
are those becoming and unbecoming, and 
that the woman who can wear a brooch of 
rubles in the meshes of lace about her 
throat could not wear an emerald, and 
that some women can wear more appro- 
priately diamonds than pearls. 

It is not a pleasant thing to realize, but 
the woman commonplace in appearance 
looks still more so with diamonds in her 
ears or anywhere unless upon her fingers. 
And yet, where is the woman who thas ever 
realized she was, in the eyes of the world, 
commonplace looking? The woman with a 
color too radiant and hair dead black or 
Titian red must beware of too many jewels 
near her face, lest she present the idea of 
being a beauty “bizarre.” The woman 
with radiant color finds her most becoming 
jewel the pearis, garnets or rubies, and 
if she has very dark eyes and hair, the 
amber and topaz are hers to wear. 

The decided brunette and decided blonde 
both have as their most becoming gtones 
the amethyst and the turquoise and the 
rare emeralds. 

The sapphire, in its rich blue hue, is the 
jewel for the deep blue-eyed woman, who 
claims, too, as her most becoming stone, 
the diamond, and the pink cameos or co- 
rals. A unique setting should never come 
near enough to contrast with a blue eye, 
nor can the emerald presume very far, 
either. . 

A woman with gray, green eyes—the kind 
. that Becky Sharp is described as having— 
can wear the emerald better than any 
other, especially if her lashes are dark, 
and she has very dark hair. 4

A fair Pa- 
Trisian, finding out Mer most becoming 
jewel, will purchasa them accordingly. 
Instead of having diamond earrings, a 
diamond and emerald brooch, a necklace 
of pearls and a ruby ring, she will, if the 
turquoise is becoming to her, complete her 
set in turquoise. Her rings will be of the 
different tinted turquoise, combined with 
pearls or diamonds. Her brooch and brace- 
let will match. Her lorgnette chain will 
be linked with turquoise, and her watch 
will be studded with the same blue stones. 
Her dressing table will be proud to have 
its toilet articles of turquoise, and she will 
rejoice in having a touch of turquoise 
somewhere about her gown. 

British women are extremely fond of 
jewels, and are more tenacious of their 
real quality and value than other women. 
Relatively, they are said to thave perhaps 
fewer and handsomer jewels than any 
women in the world. The British women will 
expend as much money jn the purchase of 
one ring as the French woman would in 
several pretty ornaments. 

The fondness of the American woman 
for diamonds is proverbial, and many of 
them possess small fortunes in these jewels 
alone.

CRISP CHRISTMAS WEATHER 


Cold Wave Is Coming from the 
North. 


NOT A BLIZZARD, HOWEVER 


The Mercury Will Just Go Low 
Enough To Cause Bracing 


Weather. 


Today will be idea} for Christmas shop- 
ping—if the prognostication of Forecaster 
Marbury, made yesterday, proves correct. 
He said it will be clear and _ crisp—not 
bitterly cold, but just frosty enough to set 
the blood leaping merrily. 

A report was circulated yesterday to the 
effect that the forecaster had predicted the 
Coldest temperature of the year for to- 
day; that the had declared the mercury 
would probably drop. some thirty or forty 
degrees by this morning. This statement, 
he says, was a mistake. What he really 
said was that the mercury would fall to 
the freezing point by this morning, and 
possibly range down as far as thirty during 
the day. To make today the coldest of the 
year, the mercury would have to drop be- 
low seventeen degrees, as that figure has 
already been reached twice during the 
present season. And such a drop is not at 
ali probable—indeed, hardly possible, the 
Official declares. 

The statement yesterday, 
ated very general concern. As soon as it 
became widespread the weather bureau 
telephone set to ringing, and the officials 
of the department were Kept busy answer- 
ing questions anent the alleged approaching 
blizzard. People wanted to know whether 
or not it would be advisable to discon- 
nect their pipes, and desired advice upon 
how it would be best to prepare for vari- 
ous contingencies that cold would probably 
bring.

Marbury himself answered many of 
the queries, and always repiied by stat- 
ing that he was not going to disconnect 
the pipes in his residence, and not going to 
bring out his buffalo robe, nor buy a pock- 
et stove, nor telegraph for a sled and team 
of dogs to enable him to come down to his 
office in the morning. 

While the prediction was not made, It 
was known at the weather office.as early 
as Wednesday morning that cold weather 
was in sight, and that it would possibly 
reach here within a day or two. Wednes- 
day night the low barometer was over the 
Mississippi valley from the lakes to the 
gulf. It was moving east, followed by a 
high pressure, and yesterday morning the 
high pressure dropped down the east slope 
of the Rockies, and cold weather prevailed 
in the west as far as northern Texas. 

Yesterday morning about 7 o’clock Mr. 
Marbury was aroused by a flash of Ight- 
ning and a clap of thunder. He remarked 
at the time that this meant cold weather 

as coming, and when ‘he went to his office 
in the top of the custom house he found 
that all of this means of prediction indi- 
cated he was right. 

While today will be cold, there will be no 
rain. It will be clear and crisp for the 
Christmas shoppers today, and while the 
forecast for tomorrow has not yet been 
made, it is not at all iikely that there will 
be any rain either today or tomorrow. 

The General Forecast. 

Washington, December 22, 5 p. m.—Weath- 
er conditions and forecast: The storm cen- 
tral last night in Arkansas has moved witn 
igreat velocity to Ontario. Since 8 o'clock 
this morning its movement has been at 
the rate of fifty miles an hour. It has 
caused rain from the Mississippi valley to 
the Atlantic coast. Rain or snow has also 
fallen in the upper Missouri valley and on 
the north Pacific coast. The area of high 
pressure central last night in the mid- 
die plateau region has been re-enforced by 
a high pressure area, which has moved 
esouth from Alberta and is now central in 
Idaho. As a result the southwestward ad- 
vance has been checked and only a mod- 
erate cold wave has occurred. A fall in 
temperature of 10 to 15 degrees hag been 
reported from the lower Ohio and lower 
Mississippi vailey and middle and west gulf 
states and New Mexico. The temperature 
has risen in the upper Ohio valley. 

The storm will move down the St. Law- 
rence valley and will cause westerly gales 
in the lake regions and high easterly winds 
on the north Atlantic coast and rain in 
New England. The weather will clear in 
the lower lakes and middle Atlantic states. 
Light snow may be expected in the upper 
Missouri valley and the weather will be 
generally fair elsewhere. It will be colder 
in the lower lake region, the Ohio yalliey, 
the middle and «evuth Atlantic states and 
the temperature will remain nearly sta-
